CANADA  ON  DEFENSIVE, 
SAYS  HON.

Every  Unnecessary  Expendi- 
ture to  Be  Eliminated— 
Words  of  Advice  from  Lib- 
eral to  Liberal, 


An  appeal  to  Victorians  to  forget 
party  affiliations  and,'  In  the  face  of 
the  crisis  caused  by  the  war,  to  rally 
to  the  support  of  the  new  Union  gov- 
ernment under  Sir  Robert  Borden's 
leadership,  to  the  end  that  Canada's 
every  effort  may  be  put  -forward  to 
solve  the  great  problems  before  the 
ntry.^oMw  made  last  night  by  Hon. 
Martin  Burrell,  Secretary  of  State,  and 
Hon.  J.  A.  Calder,  Minister  of  Coloniza- 
tion and  Immigration  In  the  Federal 
Union  Government,  to  an  audience 
which  well  filled  the  Royal  Victoria 
Theatre. 

Both  ministers  were  given  a  hearty 
reception  and  undoubtedly  the  senti- 
ment of  the  meeting  was  with  them. 
Hon.  Mr.  Burrell  Is  no  stranger  to  Vic- 
toria and  his  reception  was  a  cordial 
one. 

It  was  Hon.  Mr.  Calder's  first  appear- 
ance upon-  a  local  platform  and  his  re- 
\  marks,    at    times,    were   excellently    re- 

ceived. Both  ministers  dealt  with  the 
great  measures  passed  by  the  Borden 
government,  and  having 'primarily  to  do 
with  the  war,  the  point  being  made 
that  but  one  question  la  now  before  the 
country,  the  winning  of  victory.  Con- 
scription, taxation  of  profits,  reductton 
in  the  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life, 
were  topics  dealt  with,  while  other 
measures  such  as  the  Military  Voting 
Aet,  the  Women's  Franchise  Act,  etc, 
were  touched  upon.         , 

Mr.  C.  T.  Cross,  president  of  the  Wln- 
the-War  League,  made  an  acceptable 
chairman.  He  outlined  the  alms  of  that 
organisation,  pointed  to  the  necessity 
of  every  effort  being  made  to  win  the  , 
war  and  commented  upon  the  fact  tfiaY" 
the  chief  planks  In  the  platform  of  the 
new  Union  government  have  followed 
those  of  the  Wln-tbe-War  League. 

It  was  a  remarkable  circumstance, 
Hon.  Mr.  Burrell  stated,  that  "at  this 
the  most  crucial  period  In  the  history 
of  the  Empire,"  Canada  should  be  cele- 
brating the  jubilee  of  Confederation, 
that  great  event  In  the  life  of  the  Do- 
minion brought  about  by  the  union  of 
her  leaders  who,  stout  of  heart,  welded 
the  scattered  provinces  Into  one  con- 
federation in  the  firm  conviction  that 
•  on  the  northern  half  of  the  North  Am- 
erican continent  there  should  be  built 
a  nation  that  would  perpetuate  British 
institutions  and  establish  for  all  time 
those  British  qualities  of  justice,  law 
and  order. 

"Those  men  realised  that  if  their 
dream  was  to  become  a  reality  unity 
was,  a  prime  necessity,  that  all  ele- 
ments of  the  country  must  be  Welded 
Into  one  united  whole.  We  do  not,  per- 
haps, today,  realise  the  great  effort 
then  required,  the  heart-burnings  and 
travail  It  meant  to  those  great  men  to 
relinquish  opinions  in  order  that  all 
might  meet  In  harmony.  But  today 
Canada  embraces  all  we  cherish  and 
value  as  'a  real/  democracy.  It  Is 
obvious  that  In  laying  the  foundations 
of  this  Dominion  long  friendships  were 
broken  and  bitterness  evolved,  yet  It 
was  done.  The  price  of  democracy  Is 
friction.  Confederation  has  lasted  fifty 
years.  Now  we  have  arrived  at  the 
time  when  not  only  Confederation  must 
stand  the  supreme  test  but  a  situation 
exists  that  Is  shaking  the  whole  world 
to  Its  very  foundations,  trying  men's 
souls  and  determining  under  what  con- 
ditions  we  shall   exist." 

Declaring  the  present  world  war  to 
be  a  struggle  between  two  ideals,  one. 
autocracy  founded  on  force,  and  the 
other  democracy,  Hon.  Mr.  Burrell  said 
there  has  been  a  tremendous  re-adjust- 
ment In  the  minds  of  men:  many  pre- 
war Institutions  have  proved  not  as  es- 
sential as  was  thought  and  chief  among 
the  changes  has  been  that  In  the  form 
of  party  government,  a  system  by  no 
means  an  unmixed  blessing.  The  time 
has  come,  he  said,  when  party  must 
be  eliminated  as  far  as  possible  and 
the  whole  people  work  as  one  animated 
with  but  one  Idea.  In  the  words  of 
Lloyd  .George  "personal  and  sectional 
suspicions  and  resentments  must  be 
postponed.  This  la  not  a  time  to  talk 
of  parties.  There  le  but  one  party  and 
that  Is  ths  nation."     \

Hon.  Mr.  Butrell  remarked  that  while 
he  had  been  led  to  look  upon  Mr.  Cal- 
der aa  "an  extremely  suspicious*  char- 
acter," he  was  glad  to  be  on  the  same 
platform  with  him."  Here  we  are, 
members  of  opposing  political  parties, 
but  together  on  this  platform  typifying 
the  change  which  has  taken  plaoe,  we 
realise  we  are  men  facing  the  fiery  or- 
deal. TCe  stand  as  men,  former  poli- 
tical opponents,  holding  different  poli- 
ties! Ideals,  yet  ready  to  announce  that 
we  have  subordinated  all  our  differences 
and  face  together  the  supreme  Issues 
of  this  war.  We  believe  the  full  power 
of  the  state  moat  be  oxerctaod  to  de- 
fend the  liberties  of  the  state.  No  man 
in  Canada  Is  entitled  to  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  the  state  who  is  not  pre- 
pared .to   faoo    Its    obligations."

SUBMARINE  TOLL 

AGAIN  LOWERED 


LONDON,  Oct  31.— 
Fourteen  British  merchant- 
men over  1,600  tons  were 
sunk  by  mine  or  submarine 
in  the  last  week,  according 
to  the  Admiralty  report  to- 
night. Four  vessels  ^under 
1,600  tons 'were  also  sunk, 
but  no  fishing  craft. 

The  British  losses  of  mer- 
chantmen for  the  current 
week  show  a  considerable 
decrease  compared  with  the 
previous  week,  when  seven- 
teen vessels  of  over  1,600 
tons  and  eight  under  that 
tonnage  were  sunk.  \ 

ROME,  Oct.  31.  —  The 
losses  of  Italian  shipping  by 
submarines  for  the  week 
ending  Sunday  last  were 
two  steamers  over  1,500 
tons  and  one  steamer  under 
that  tonnage.  One  small 
sailing  vessel  also  was  sunk.

LONDON.  Oct.  SI.— The  following  of- 
ficial communication  was  issued  this 
evening  dealing  with  the  operations  In 
Bast  Africa: 

"In  the  western  area  the  German 
forces  have  been  driven  from  the 
Mahenge' ldstrlct  by  Belgian  and  British 
columns,  and  have  retired  to  the  vicin- 
ity of  Mgangcla,  on  the  Luwega  River, 
east  of  Mahenge.  A  Oerman  covering 
detachment  was  dislodged  from  Kln- 
goli.  southwest  of  Mahenge,  by  a  Brit- 
ish column  advancing  from  the  south. 
The  retreating  Germans  abandoned  two 
guns. 

'LI  wale,  a  Oerman  administrative 
centre  of  aome  importance  southwest  of 
Kilwa,  was  occupied  on  Monday  by  a  de- 
tachment of  Oensral  Northey's  troops. 
Twenty-four  German  Europeans  were 
captured. 

"To  the  south  our  patrols  are  active 
In  the  vicinity  of  Mahlwa,  while  Portu- 
guese troops  are  In  positions  of  readi- 
ness pn  the  Rovuma  River. 

"It  is  confirmed  that  the  enemy's 
losses  in  the  recent  fighting  about 
Nyango  were  severe.  -  The  minimum 
estimate,  exclusive  of  wounded,  is  fifty- 
three  German  Europeans  and  218  as- 
kiiris  killed  and  341  Europeans  and  677 
uttkarls  captured."

ANOTHER  RAID 

ON  LOUDON  TRIED 

LONDON,  Not.  1,  12:30  a.m. 
Aircraft  crossed  the  southeast 
coast  in  relays  between  10:45 
p.m.  and  11  o'clock  last  night 
and  proceeded  towards  London, 
says  an  official  communication 
just  issued. 

"The  raid  is  proceeding,"  the 
statement  adds.  ->.  ' 

There  was  heavy  firing  in  the 
London  area  against  the  air- 
craft. 

The  weather  tonight  was  such 
that  Londoners  expected  a  visit 
from  German  aircraft.  *l*here 
was  no*  wind,  and  the  moon  was 
full,  with  slight  clouds  which 
obscured  it  at  times. 

The  theatres  had  emptied, 
and  a  majority  of  the  night 
pleasure  seekers  were  on  their 
way  home  or  at  home  when  the 
warning  was  given.  It  was 
noticeable  that  fewer  people 
took  shelter  in  the  tubes  and 
other  public  places  than  on  pre- 
vious occasion's,  perhaps  be- 
cause of  the  lateness  of  the 
hour  when  the  raid  started. 


Victoria's  allotment  for  the  Victory 
Loan  has  now  been  raised  to  $3,000,000 
according  to  an  announcement  made 
last  evening'  by  Mr.  William  Farrell, 
chairman  of  the  Victory  Loan  Provin- 
cial Executive,  who  came  away  from 
Vancouver  to  interview  the  local  exe- 
cutive. 

Because  of  the  wealth  and  rasour 
of  British  Columbia  the  allotment  for 
the  whole  Province  has  been  Increased 
to  $12,000,000.  At  first  It  had  been  de- 
cided to  call  on  this  Province  for  a 
subscription  in  proportion-  to  Its  popu- 
lation, or  5  per  cent  of  the  $150,000,000. 

Mr.  Farrell  said  last  evening  that  It 
had  been  decided  to  increase'  the  allot- 
ment for  Victoria  from  one-eighth  or 
one-seventh  of  the  Provincial  total  to 
one-fourth  because  of  the  large,  pro- 
portion of  the  wealth  of  the  Province 
that  Is  controlled  from   this  city. 

Allowing  Victoria  a  population  of 
60.000,  $3,000,000  means  that  every 
man,  woman  and  child  will  have  to 
Invest  $60  In  the  loan,  or  buy  more 
than  one  bond.  —

LONDON,  Oct.  SI.— The  War  Office 
communication  Issued  this  evening  says: 

"In  yesterday's  operations  north  of 
the  Ypres-Roulers  railway  we  captured 
Is*  prisoners,  Including  three  officers. 
,  "Today  local  fighting  has  taken  place 
In  the  vicinity  of  the  Tpres-Staden  Rail- 
way, as  a  result  of  which  we  have  im- 
proved our  line  slightly. 

"A  successful  raid  was  carried  out 
this  afternoon  by  the  North  Staff ord- 
Hhlre  Regiment  northeast  of  Loos.  In 
uddltlon  to  other  losses  Inflicted  on  the 
enemy,  forty  prisoners  were  taken.  Our 
casualties   were   slight. 

"Our  artillery  has  been  active  during 
the  day  on  the  battle-front  and  has  car- 
ried out  a  iHlmber  of  destructive  bom- 
bardments on  hostile  positions  and  bat- 
teries.**

PARIS.  Oct.  31. — The  official  common. 
Ication  issued  by  the  War  Office  tonight 
reads: 

"North  of  the  Aisne  artillery  actions 
occurred  in  the  neighborhood  of  Pinion. 

"The  number  of  prisoners  captured 
October  22  to  26,  was  12,167,  of  whom 
287  were  officers.  The  cannon  numbered 
180. 

"The  Germans  this  morning  at- 
tempted a  surprise  attack  against  our 
positions  In  the  sector  of  Beaumont, 
which  was  repulsed.  Between  the  Mouse 
and  Beznvaux  there  was  quite  a  violent 
bombardment  during  the  afternoon. 

"On  Oct.  30  six  enemy  airplane's  were 
brought  down  and  four  others  fell  In  a 
damaged  condition  within  their  own 
lines.  Our  bombing  escadrllles  last 
night  dropped  7,700  kilos  of  projectiles 
and  explosives  on  the  railway  stations 
at  Thlonville,  Bettembourg,  Malsleres- 
les-Mets.  Loguevllle,  Jophy  and  Conftans, 
as  well  as  on  the  station  at  Luxem- 
bourg. All  our  objectives  were  reached."

BERLIN.  Oct.  81.— The  official  state- 
ment ssys: 

"Western  theatre  —  Front  of  Crown 
Prince  Rupprecht:  On  the  middle  Flan- 
ders battle-front  desperate  fighting  took 
place  yesterday.  Drumfire,  which  ex- 
tended over  the  whole  front,  was  fol- 
lowed by  strong  British  attacks  be- 
tween the  ralways  leading  from  Renters 
to  Ypres  via  Langemarck  and  Zonne- 
beke. 

"The  weight  of  the  enemy  was  di- 
rected against  the  village  of  Passehen- 
deale.  which  was  temporarily  lost.  By 
an  impetuous  attack  our  troops,  sup- 
ported by  concentrated  artillery  fire,  re- 
captured the  village.  It  waa  held 
against  fresh  attacks  by  the  British. 

"Our  Infantry,  machine  guns  and 
sharpshooters,  repulsed  enemy  attacks 
many  times  throughout  the  day  and  re- 
covered the  lost  territory  from"  the  en- 
emy   thrusts."

CANADIAN  HEADQIMRTERH  IN 
FRANCE.  Oct  31.— (By  the  Canadian 
Overseas  Correspondent.) — As  well  as 
taking  Meetcheele  and  Crest  Farm,  the 
Canadians  captured  three  other  fortified 
farms  on  the  left  of  their  advance, 
after  encountering  determined  resis- 
tance from  the  enemy,  whose  machine 
gun  detachments  had  to  be  driven  from 
strongholds  by  the  advancing  battal- 
ions, who  carried  the  positions  after 
crossing  an  almost  impassable  morass. 
The  wounded  who  are  returning  from 
these  fights  tell  of  Innumerable  heroic 
Incidents,  among  them  one  where  a  man 
advancing  under  heavy  shell  fire,  fac- 
ing the  hall  from  deadly  maehlne  guns, 
stopped  to  bandage  a  companion's 
wounds  and  pull  men  out  of  the  treach- 
erous water-filled  shell  holes,  which 
threatened  death  to  the  unwary  at 
every   step. 

Ths  enemy's  artillery  fire,  while 
heavy  over  our  whole  advanced  area, 
waa  scattered  and  erratic;  our  artillery, 
with  Its  harassing  fire  barrages,  dom- 
inating his  guns.  The  superiority  of 
our  batteries,  which  waa  already  ad- 
mitted by  the*  Germans,  was  proved 
early  In  the  engagement,  when  the  Are 
from  hla  artlljery.  which  for  some  time 
shelled  our  guns  heavily,  sleekened 
off  quickly  under  our  bombardments- 
Over  one  hundred  prisoners,  together 
with  many  machine  gone,  have  been 
taken  In  the  latest  advance. 

The  morals  of  the  opposing  forces 
la  surely  weakening.

ITALIAN  HEADQUARTERS  IN 

NORTHERN  ITALY.  Tuesday,  Oct.  81. 
— (By  the  Associated  Press) — Every- 
thtng  for  the  moment  has  had  to  yield 
to  military  necessities,  and  this  will 
explain  the  lack  of  details,  which  can 
now  be  given  briefly,  concerning  one 
of  the  most  momentous  phases  of  the 
war.  The  supreme  command  has  no 
desire  to  keep  the  facta  from  the  Am- 
erican, British  or  foreign  public,  but  In 
such  a  supreme  moment  Its  first  con- 
sideration Is  not  to  publish  details 
which  may  afford  the  enemy  the  slight- 
est clue  either  to  what  has  occurred  or 
what  is  In  stors. 

One  of  the  commanding  officers  In- 
formed the  correspondent  that  the  pubr 
lie  should  be  placed  on  guard  against 
reports  which  doubtless  would  spread 
from  scattered  Information.  The  fact 
Is.  those  who  have  actually  witnessed 
the  recent  stupendous  drama  are  ex- 
tremely few  outside  the  military  auth- 
orities, and  all  these  witnesses,  like  the 
correspondent,  are  gladly  respecting  the 
decision  which  the  supreme  command 
feels  the  situation  requires.  Within  the 
narrow  limitations  a  few  salient  facts 
can  be  given. 

Sa  Through  Batik  Door 
General  Cadoroa's  bulletin  has  struck 
the   keynote   of   the   main   operation    In 
stating: 

"The  violence  of  their  attack  and  in- 
adequate resistance  broke  our  left  wing 
on   the   Julian   front."  • 

It  was  written  on  Sunday  and  snms 
up  the  sequel  to  the  tremendous  conoen. 
tratlon  of  Austro-German  forces  de- 
tailed In  earlier  dispatches  Just  before 
the  critical  Juncture  was  reached  and  all 
telegraphing  was  stopped.  The  magni- 
tude of  the  surprise  offensive  was 
heightened  by  the  choice  of "*a  place 
where  comparatively  no  fighting  had  oc- 
curred. Had  the  enemy  chosen  any  of 
the  fighting  fronts  near  Gorlsia  or  the 
Balnslsxa  Plateau  they  would  have 
found  splendidly  organised  forces.  But 
In  "sneaking  in  through  the  hack  door," 
as  an  officer  described  the  operation, 
"they  were  like  a  thief  who  takes  a 
family  unawares  and  Is  able  for  a  time 
to  terrorise  those  taken  in  an  unsuspect- 
ing  moment." 

As  previously  cabled,  late  on  Friday 
night  the  crossing  of  the  l«onzo,  near 
Tolmino.  wss  carried  out.  The  enemy 
forces  then  found  themselves  fiu-inc  a 
range  of  low  mountains  with  the  Ital- 
ian army  master  of  the  passes  leading 
to  the  eastern  region  of  Venetia.  At  the 
same  time  the  Austro-Germans  main- 
tained feints  along  the  whole  sduthern 
front  so  as  to  prevent  the  Italians  from 
moving  reinforcements  to  the  extreme 
north.  Their  bombardment  of  Oorlsle 
and  all  along  the  Cnrso  to  Monfalcone, 
-on  the  sea,  was  terrific,  but  was  not  fol- 
lowed by  Infantry  advances,  and  was 
clearly  awaiting  the  development  of 
von  Mackensen's  turning  movement  on 
the  north. 

General  Cadorna's  bulletin  must  he  ac- 
cepted for  the  moment  as  all  that  can 
be  stated  of  what  occurred  on  the  Ital- 
ian left  wing.

The  correspondent,  having  witnessed 
the  retirement  and  having  been  an  un- 
willing participant  for  three  days  In  the 
almost  incredible  hardships,  can  testify 
to  the  fortitude  of  the  main  body  of  the 
Italians,  sad  slso  to  the  splendid  organ- 
isation which  the  supreme  commend 
sought  to  put  In  force,  withdrawing 
enough  forces  of  men  and  material.  In 
such  a  gigantic  operation  It  Is  not  sur- 
prising that  everything  did  not  move 
like  Clockwork,  or  that  all  did  not  move 
In  concert.  But  there  wss  evidence 
everywhere  of  military  genius  of  a  high 
order  which  was  able  to  extricate  an 
army  from  such  a  surprise  attack.  The 
view  held  In  high  quarters  Is  that  this  Is 
not  the  time  for  contemplating  what 
already  has  been  done,  but  that  every 
attention  should  be  given  to  redeeming 
the  situation  One  encouraging  thought 
to  that  everybody  appears  finally  to 
have  waked  up  to  the  existence  of  the 
Italian  front  and  tho  necessity  of 
throwing  back  this  stpendous  exhi- 
bition of  terrorism. 


Italian  forces  and  the  invading  Austro- 
German  troops  yesterday,  says  the  W.ir 
office  announcement  Issued  here  today. 
The  Italian  covering  units  and  cavalry 
permitted  the  other  troops  to  continue 
their   move   towards    their   new    line. 

Some  of  the  engagements  occurred  on 
the  hills  of  St.  (Danlele  del  Frulll  and 
others  along  the  Ledra  canal,  the  state- 
ment nays.

COPENHAGEN,  Oct.  31— Prediction 
of  a  more  serious  condition  in  the  near 
future  a*  *lT«ctlng  Denmark's  supply 
Of  fuel,  raw  materials  for  Industry  and 
fodder  stuffs  Is  made  by  the  National 
Bank  of  Denmark  In  a  summary  of  the 
economic  aad  financial  situation  In  this 
country. 

"In  the  latter  half  of  the  year,"  says 
the  report,  "owing  to  the  German  U- 
boat  war,  navigation  met  with  snob  dan- 
gers a«  to  become  practically  a  gamble 
in  which  the  •takes  were  life  aad  prop- 
erty. Part  of  the  navigation  stopped  al- 
together and  Imports  were  very  consid- 
erably restricted,  partly  by  destruction 
or  seizure  of  cargoes,  partly  by  refusal 
of  exports*  to  Denmark  by  the  belliger- 
ent powers,  conditions  accentuated  by 
the  entrance  of  the  United  States  Into 
the  war. 

"Denmark's  trade  balance  during  the 
war  has  been  good.  Our  agriculture  and 
navigation  hare  earned  profits  which 
have  more  than  covered  the  expendi- 
ture, and  our  experts  have  exceeded 
our  Imports.  We  have,  therefore,  been 
able  to  pay  our  foreign  debts .  and  we 
have  great  outstanding  debts  abroad  In 
bills,  in  credits  and  in  foreign  securi- 
ties. This  is  all  very  well,  but  It 
would  have  been  more. fortunate  if  for 
part  of  tbe  profits  we  had  been  able 
to  obtain  the  articles  which  we  want, 
and  which  are  now  more  urgently 
needed  than  ever  before.  As  Is  well 
known,  this  has  not  been  possible.  We 
have  not  been  masters  In  our  owfi 
house  as  regards  imports,  nor  even  as 
regards  exports.  Only  when  it  was  ab- 
solutely necessary  have  the  latter  been 
stopped,  for  export  prohibition  always 
Impairs  one  group  of  home  Interests 
and  exposes  us  to  the  risk  of  fujj"ber 
restrictions  of  the  import  of  articles  In 
which  the  shortage  may  be  even  more 
fatal.  Important  political  considera- 
tions also  come  into  play  here.  The 
general  level  of  prices  has  been  raised 
In  Denmark  and  Sweden  by  60  per  cent. 
In  Norway  by  more  than  75  per  cent, 
and  la  England  by  about  100  per  cent."

Fighting  in  French  Armies, 
Many  Have  Been  Decorated 
for  Deecls  of  Exceptional 
Gallantry. 


FRENCH  FRONT,  Oct.  II.— Two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four  personal  citations 
for  bravery  have  been  won  by  the  negro 
soldier*  of  a  single  Somali  battalion 
since  it  landed  In  France  in  June,  IMS. 
Of  these  citations  110  were  gained  In 
the  fierce  battle*  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Aisne  and  the  remainder  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Verdun. 

The  Somali*,  many  of  whom  were  re- 
cruited in  British  Somaliland,  are  very 
independent  in  character  and  find  the 
discipline  of  an  organised  army  very 
severe.  Their  French  oncer*,  however, 
are  accustomed  to  deal  with  theae  free- 
dom-loving tribesmen,  and  by  appealing 
to  their  pride  of  race  and  their,  self- 
respect  obtain  their  devoted*  obedience 
to  suehjm  extent  that  they  rapidly  be- 
come excellent  soldiers.  These  men 
learn  to  handle  modern  Infantry 
weapons  quickly  and  furnish  many  spe- 
cialist* In  the  grenade-throwing,  rifle 
and  machine  gun  sections  of  French 
regiments,  for  the  men  are  of  very  high 
Intelligence  and  are  full  of  natural  In- 
itiative—very  valuable  adjuncts  in 
theae  branches  of  fighting— while  at 
hand-grenade  throwing  they  are  second 
to  none  in  the  army. 

Meticulously  clean  ef  habit,  the  8o- 
malls,  who  are  strict  Mohammedans, 
never  touch  wine  or  alcohol.  In  fact 
they  look  on  any  man  given  to  Intoxi- 
cation with  the  greatest  disdain.  They 
are  self-sacrificing  to  a  degree,  a*  was 
evidenced  .during  their  attack  on  l,a 
Bovelle,  when  they  had  to  dear  out 
the  shelters  tn  a  trench  which  they 
hud  just  captured,  and  which  were  still

clamation, "Let  me  go  first.  You  are  a 
married  man." 

A  widely  prevalent  fallacy  ha*  charg- 
ed the  negroes  with  savagery  against 
their  captive*.  Their  officers  say  this 
charge  has  been  disproved  time  and 
egaln  after  fights  at  Verdun.  In  Cham- 
pagne and  north  of  the  Aisne.  The  As- 
sociated Pre**  correspondent  saw  negro 
troopers  bringing  in  hatches  of  prison- 
ers after  a  battle  at  La  Bovelle.  when 
a  French  artilleryman  approached  them 
to  take  one  of  the  prisoner'*  shoulder- 
strap*  as  a  souvenir.

AS  PEACEMAKER 


Leader  of  Hungarian  Political 
•  Party  Says  Austrian  Mon- 
archy Only  Is  Qualified  to 
Assume  Role.   , 


AMSTERDAM,  Oct  SI.— A  demand 
that  Austro-Hungary  should  undertake 
the  role  of  peacemaker  between  Ger- 
many and  the  Entente  Powers  was 
voiced  by  Count  Michael  Karolyl.  leader 
ef  the  Hungarian  Independence  Party, 
In  an  address  he  delivered  recently  te 
hi*  constituents  at  Cegled,  according  to 
advices  received  here.  His  utterance  la 
regarded  as  the  moat  significant  recent 
statement  bf  the  peace  feeling  in  Hun- 
gary.    He  said : 

"It  la  no  good  discussing  any  peace 
except  one  based  upon  agreement  and 
fortified  by  a  durable  organisation.  To 
light  for  a  peace  by  conquest  which  only 
conceals  further  hatred  and  the  thought 
of  revenge  Is  not  worth  while,  for  that 
would  be  a  mere  truce. 

"Above  all.  the  question  arises  who 
would  be  moot  suited  to  play  the  part 
of  peace-mediator.  From  a  practical 
point  of  view  we  must  recognise  that 
this  role  can  only  be  taken  oyer  by  a 
Government.  The  Socialists,  as  also 
the  Pope,  may  co-operate  In  inclining 
public  opinion  to  peace,  but  In  the  end 
only  the  powers  can  negotiate  peace. 
The  first  demand  far  negotiations  ts 
that  all  parties  should  agree  In  repu- 
diating ell  Intention  of  conqueet,  and 
then  a  certain  elasticity  1*  required 
which  is  not  at  the  disposal  of  every 
State.  It  Is  further  necessary  that 
the  negotiating  state  should  not  stand 
at  the  centre  of  hostility  and  that  It 
should  have  at  its  disposal  the  neces- 
sary weight  of  influence. 

"The  small  neutral  Stites  are  not 
suitable.  But  ns  the  great  powers  are 
all  participating  parties,  we  -must  a»» 
certaJn  whlch  °f  thc  great  powers  the 
enemy  would  be  moat  ready  to  believe' 
to  have  no  intention  of  conquest.  There 
Is  only  one  such  great  power,  the 
Austro-Hungarian  monarchy;  everyone 
can  believe  that  It  has  no  purposes  of 
conquest,  not  only  because  It  has  de- 
clared this,  but  because  everyone  knows 
that  it  is  not  in  Its  Interest  In  view 
ef  Its  composition  to  make  annexations. 
As,  moreover,  it  has  never  pursued  a 
colonial  policy,  this,  question  cannot 
form  any  obstacle.  Even,  if  at  the  be- 
ginning the  elm  of  Csarlsm  was  to  con- 
quer Constantinople  by  way  of  the  mon- 
archy, yet  this  Pan-Slavism  has  no  ac- 
tuality since  the  collapse  of  Csarlsm. 
For  all  these  reasons  Austro-Gerraany 
should,  take  the  negotiation  of  peace  In 
hand." 


TRYING  TO  WEAN 
ITALY  FROM  WAR 


Leaflets  Dropped  Among  Sol- 
diers Urging  Them  to  Follow 
Example  of  Russians  and 
Secure  Peace. 


LONDON,  Oct  31.— Coufldenc*  that 
General  Cadorna  will  He  able  to  hold 
bis  own  ia  felt  tn  Italian  military 
quarters  here.  The  capture  of  Udlne 
caused  no  surprise,  as  It  is  pointed  out 
the  Italians  evacuated  Udlne  some  day* 
ago. 

The  Au*tro-German  drive,  according 
to  news*recelved  In  London  from  Italy, 
is  as  much  political  as  military.  It  1* 
pointed  out  that  for  woeks  the  Aus- 
trjana  have  been  flooding  the  Italian 
line*  with  bombs  filled  with  leaflet*. 
Numbers  of  pamphlets  and  all  sorts 
ef  literature  Swere  dropped  from  aero- 
plane* a*  well  as  quentltle*  of  pic- 
tures showing  Italy  under  the  power 
of  Great  Britain  and  France.  The  sol- 
diers were  urged  te  follow  the  Russian 
example  an*  retreat,  a*.d  then  a  separ- 
ate peace  might  be  mad'.. 


LONDON,  Oct.  II. —The  British  War 
Office  tonight  Issued  the  following: 
"Yesterday  there  were  a  few  Intervals 
during  which  our  aeroplanes  observed 
far  our  artillery  and  flreq  several'  thou- 
sand rounds  from  their  machine  guns 
at  enemy  troops  in  the  trenches  and  on 
the  roads.  Over  100  bemhs  were 
dropped  en  hostile  billets  at  Routers 
during  the  day  and  night.  In  alr*flght- 
Ing  four  hostile  machines  were  driven 
down  and  one  waa  driven  down  out  of 
control.  Twe  of  our  machine*  are 
missing.  . 

"Last  night  our  machines  sgsln  at- 
tacked the  railway  station  end  line* 
around  Saarbrucken,  northeast  of  Mete, 
Germany.  The  bomb*' Were  seen  to 
buret  with  good  effect.  All  our  ma- 
chines returned,  though  the  weather 
condltlone  were  bad. 

"This  morning  at  11  o'clock  twelve 
of  our  machines  went  further  afield  nnd 
attacked  the  munition  works  at  Pinna, 
•ens,  10  mil**  beyond  Saarbrucken. 
Bombs  were  **en  te  buret  on  factories 
with  awed  result*.  Many  photographs 
'wsre  taken  and  the  weather  was  good. 
Alt  ear  machine*  returned  safely."

WASHINGTON,  Oct  W.— Two  more 
of  the  notorious  Count  von  Luxburg's 
messages  to  the  German  Foreign  Office 
from  Buenos  Ay  res  were  mode  public 
last  night  by  Bee  re  tar  y  Lansing.  They 
provide  official  confirmation  of  Ger- 
many's plan  to  control  Southern  Brazil, 
shed  additional  light  on  Teuton  Intrigue 
In  South  America  generally,  and  re- 
veal that  Luxburg  appealed  vainly  for 
a  squadron  of  submarine*  with  which 
to  awe  some  Latin  Americans  and  to 
flatter  others  with  salutes. 

These  dispatches,  like  others  that 
have  gone  before,  were  given  out  by 
Secretary  Lansing  without  discussion 
of  their  contents.  The  only  comment 
was  In  this  statement  attached  to  he 
copies:  , 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  sub- 
stance of  certain  telegrams  addressed 
by  Count  Luxburg  to  the  German  For- 
eign Office  has  been  published  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  makes  public  the  ac- 
tual  text  of  the  telegrams." 

The  messages   follow:

"Our  attitude  towards  Brazil  has 
created  the  Impression  here  that  our 
easy-going  good  nature  may  be  counted 
on.

After  the  State  Department  made 
public  (he  "sink  wlthqut  a  trace,"  mes- 
sages, which  caused  Argentina  to  hand 
von  Luxburg  his  passport,  the  Argen- 
tine Government  sent  to  Washington  a 
number  of  tho  former  German  minis- 
ter's dispatches  for  deciphering.  Whe- 
ther the  two  now  published  were  among 
them,  or  were  obtained  by  the  United 
States  at  the  same  time  it  came  into 
possession  of  other  telegrams  forward- 
ed to  Berlin  through  the  Swedish  Lega- 
tion at  Buenos  Ayres,  is  not  disclosed. 

Several  days  ago  press  reports  from 
Buenos  Ayres  said  a  Sensation  had  been 
created  there  by  the  publication  of  a 
dispatch  from  Rio  Janeiro  saying '  the 
Brazilian  Foreign  Minister  had  made 
known  that  the  translation  of  Luxburg 
messages  revealed  a  German  plan  to 
Invade  Southern  Brazil.  The  Argen- 
tine newspapers  demanded  that  their 
government  either  publish  the  dis- 
patches or  "authorize  their  publica- 
tion by  a  foreign  government." 

'The  reorganization"  of  South  Brazil 
referred  to  by  von  Luxburg  ie  assumed 
here  to  refer  to  the  activities  of  the 
Hamburg  Colonization  Company,  In 
connection  with  the  large 'German  ele- 
ment already  located  in  that  section. 
Several  months  before  the  dispatch 
was  written  there  were  reports  of  plans 
for  a  German  Insurrection. 

The  tireak  between  Argentina  and 
Germany,  which  von  Luxburg  apparent- 
ly was  expecting  in  July,  has  not  yet 
come,  and  the  latest  advices  from  Bue- 
nos Ayres  do  not  indicate  an  Intention 
on  the  part  of  the  Argentine  Govern- 
ment to  join  Brazil  and  other  South 
American  nations  on  the  side  of  the 
Allies. 

Von  Luxburg,  who  was  kept  in  a  de- 
tention camp  for  a  time  after  his  ex- 
posure, Is  expected  to  sail  for  home 
on  November  1,  the  Allies  having  agreed 
to  grant  him  safe  conduct  for  the  voy- 
age.

IDEA  EXPOSED 


Radical  Member  of  Reichstag 
Shows  Hollowness  of  Pro- 
fessions in  Regard  to  An- 
nexations and  Indemnities,

Regulations  Issued  at  Wash- 
ington Will  Permit  Manufac- 
turers to  Take  Avantage  of 
Them  Under  Licence, 


COPEXHAOBN,  Oct.  31.— Frle<lerlch 
Hausmann,  radical  member  of  the  Ger- 
man Reichstag  author  of  a  book  on  the 
Middle  European  commercial  union,  and 
a  leading  protagonist  of  the  Reichstag 
peace  resolution,  revealed  in  a  speech 
delivered  on  Saturday  what  ho  terms 
the  insincerity  of  the  dogma  of  peace 
without  annexations  or  Indemnities  as 
Interpreted  even  by  the  German  radi- 
cals. 

Herr  Hausmann  explained  that  the 
phrase  "without  annexations"  did  not 
exclude  practical  suggestions  as  to  the 
relocation  of  frontiers,  and  that,  while 
such-i  readjustment  of  the  frontier  as 
far  as  northern  France  was  concerned 
was  Impossible,  there  was  nothing  to 
prevent  the  extension .  of  a  "zone  of 
security"  at  Belgium's  expense.  The 
control  j>f  Belgium's  coal  and  iron  re- 
sources, the  speaker  added,  also  could 
be  made  the  subject  for  discussion, 
though  this  was  not  worth  a  day  of 
war,  because  it  could  be  obtained 
through  purchase  of  shares  of  the 
stock. 

The  speaker  said  Germany's  oppo- 
nents must  first  drop  Ihe  phrase  about 
the  reseatablishment  of  Belgium  he- 
fore  further  discussions  were  possible. 
He  added  that  a  war  indemnity  could 
be  paid  only  by  the  United  States,  and 
he  defied  anyone  to  show  how  the  Unit- 
ed States  could  be  compelled  to  pay. 

The  speech  was  delivered  at  Dant- 
slg.  the  stronghold  of  the  Fatherland 
party,  and  was  Intended  to  check  the 
drift  toward  that  party.  Taken  with 
similar  statements  from  prominent 
Centrists  like  Herr  Fehrenbach,  and 
with  Chancellor  Mlchaelis'  qualifica- 
tion, "as  I  interpret  it,"  the  speech  is 
considered  to  show  what  dependence 
may  be  placed  In  the  Reichstag's  peace 
resolution  as  a  basis  for  peace  nego- 
tiations. 


M.  BARTH0U  SPEAKS 

OF  FRANCE'S  AIMS 


New      Foreign      Minister's     Utterance*,      as 

Shown   by   Text,    Folio**   Closely   Line 

Takes  by  Frrdetessoi 


WASHINGTON.  Oct.  31.— The  text  of 
the  speech  made  in  the  French  Cham- 
ber of  Deputies  by  the  new  Foreign 
Minister,  >  M.  Barthou,  upon  his  as- 
sumption of  office  Just  received  here, 
discloses  that  he  proclaimed  a  policy 
virtually  identical  with  that  of  his  pre- 
decessor. 

The  Minister  affirmed  the  solidarity 
of  France  with  all  of  her  Allies,  and 
declared  It  would  be  criminal  to  aban- 
don Russia.  He  outlined  the  aims  of 
the  war,  "restitutions,  reparations,  guar- 
antees." 

"Restitution."  he  said,  "means  the 
return  of  .Alsace-Lorraine  to  France. 
Invaded  +4  years  ago,  Alsace-Lorraine 
are  in  no  sense  different  In  statue  from 
the  departments  Invaded  three  years 
ago." 

The  American  Expeditionary  Force  in 
France,  M.  Barthou  said,  would  be .  a 
force  with  which  the  enemy  would  have 
to  reckon,  and  the  French  army  and 
the  whole  of  Francs  greeted  with  devo- 
tion this  first  official  confirmation  of 
the  entry  in  line  of  the  American 
Allies. 

The  Minister  ended  with  an  eloquent 
appeal  for  the  union  of  all  parties  to 
conduct  the  war  until  victory  was  at- 
tained. 

The  speech  was  much  applauded,  and 
was  followed  by  a  vote  of  confidence, 
but  It  did  not  receive  the  Soclalsts' 
sanction. 

Albert  Thomas,  the  Socialist  former 
Minister  of  MunUions,  said  he  did  not 
consider  the  declaration  of  the  Minister 
an  precise  enough  upon  the  subject  of 
guarantees.

Approximately  20,009  patented  and 
copyrighted  articles  are  said  to  be  af- 
include  dyestufT  formulas  of  vital  im- 
portance to  American  industries,  and 
mechanical  devices  of  wide  use,  though 
the  humanitarian  effect  of  the  order 
attracts  the  widest  attention.  > 

German  thought  for  many  yearn  has 
been  In  the  direction  of  medical  .  re- 
search Involving  remedies  for  dlseatie 
and  for  alleviation  of  pain,  all  of  which 
patented  in  the  United  States  will  now 
become  available  in   this  country.

over,  confers  on  the  President,  who  has 
delegated  the  trade  commission  to  carry 
out  the  law,  power  to  fix  conditions  of 
licencing,  which  might  be  construed 
as  authorising  limitations  of  prices  If 
the  public  welfare  demanded  It.  Prices 
of  drugs  have  undergone  tremendous  In- 
creases since  1914,  many  remedies  having 
Increased  as  much  as  one  thousand  per 
cent.  The  regulations  issued  yesterday 
follow  the  law  closely  in  safeguarding 
the  interest  of  patent  owners,  who 
must  be  reimbursed  for  the  use  of  their 
inventions,  and  provides  that  licences 
will  be  lesued  only  when  the  interest 
of  the  public  demands  It,  fb  supply  a 
demand  not  now  being  met.  The  li- 
cence must  give  evidence  of  ability  to 
manufacture   the   article.

SWITCHMEN  ASK  INCREASE 


Demand  for  Wage  Advanee  of  AS  Per  Cent 

to    Be    Presented    to    HeUroade    of 

Halted   States 


CHICAGO,  Oct.  81.— Demands  for  a 
50  per  cent  wage  increase  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  railroads  of  the  United 
States  by  the  members  of  the  Switch- 
men's Union  of  North  America  as  a  re- 
sult of  action  taken  by  a  special  com- 
mittee at  a  two-days'  meeting  which 
ended  here  today.  The  Adamson  law. 
enacted  in  1916  to  avert  threatened 
strike,  reduced  the  dally  hours  of  labor 
of  the  switchmen  from  ten  to  eight,  but 
did    not    Increase    their    earnings. 

The  demand  for  a  wage  Increase  will 
be  followed  by  a  referendum  vote  on 
a  nation-wide  strike  of  switchmen  If  it 
Is  not  granted  In  thirty  days,  it  was 
announced  by  S.  E.  Heberling,  of  Buf- 
falo, president  of  the  Union.  The 
thirty  days'  notice  which  the  contracts 
of  the  Union  with  the  railroads  require 
must  be  given  before  any  change  in 
wage  questions  can  be  taken  up  was 
served   on   the   railroads   at   once.

Executive     Order     Issued     at     Washington 

Provldee   Fall    Power*   of    Management 

by   Cnstodlnn 


WASHINGTON,  Oct.  31.— President 
Wilson  Issued  yesterday  an  executive 
order  conferring  upon  A.  Mitchell  Pal- 
mer, custodian  of  enemy  property,  full 
powers  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
the  trading  with  the  enemy  act  relat- 
ing to  the  taking  over  of  the  property 
of  an  enemy  or  allies  of  an  enemy  for 
the  duration  of  the  war.  Mr.  Palmer 
Immediately  began  organisation  of  his 
staff  by  appointing  J  Lionberger  Davis, 
of  St.  Louis,  managing  director  of  the 
office. 

Mr.  Palmer  is  authorized  by  the 
President  to  name  depositaries  for  the 
millions  of  dollars'  worth  of  property 
soon  to  be  ,turned  over  to  him,  and  he  is 
empowered  to  appoint  and  fix  the  sal- 
aries of  all  necessary  attorneys.  Investi- 
gators, accountant*,  and  clerks.  His 
own   salary  Is*  $6,000  a  year. 

The  President's  order  makes  avail- 
able  (166,000  for  carrying  on  the  worn, 
1100,000  being  allot ed  to  the  enemy  pro- 
perty custodian,  $28,000  to  the  Federal 
trade  commission,  $15,000  to'  the  secre- 
tary of  the  treasury,  and  $85,000  to  the 
War  Trade  Board.

December  17.  with  nomination,  taking 
plco*  on  November  It.  Tans  the  cam- 
palm,  which  haa  already  commenced, 
will  laat  tor  a  little  over  aiz  weeks. 
There  la  atlll  no  announcement  aa  to 
when  the  registration  of  votes  will  com- 
'  mence,  and  aa  the  time  la  so  limited  the 
Government  should  make  a  statement  at 
one*.  At  host  there  cannot  bo  moro  than 
four  weeka  available  for  registration, 
for  subsequently,  courts  of  revision 
have  to  bo  hold  and  tho  lists  printed  In 
order  to  bo  available  for  election  day. 

Tho  Union  Government  has  displayed 
wisdom  in  arranging-  for  the  contest  to 
be  over  by  Christmas.    There  is  always 
a  period     of     uncertainty  preceding  an 
election,  /  although     the     present     one 
should   In  no   Way   Interfere   with  busi- 
ness, inasmuch  as,  owing  to  the  spirit  of 
unity 'In  war  effort  which  la  apreading 
all  over  the  country,  the  reault  ahould 
be  4  foregone  conclusion.       Every  day 
reports  are  received  from-  different  con- 
stituencies indicating  that  Liberals  and 
Conservatives.  War  Veterans  and  Win 
tho  {War  Leaguers  are  combining   their 
forces  In  order  to  insure  the~return  of 
tho  present  Union  Government,  which  is 
pledged  to  prosecute  the  war  with  every 
means  at  the  country's  disposal.    There 
are  some  centres     where    slight  differ- 
ences of  opinion  still  prevail,  but  these 
are    rapidly    disappearing,    SO    that,    WO 
think,  it  will  be  found,  by  the  time  nom- 
ination day  cornel  around,  each  constit- 
uency will  be  represented  by  one  Union 
Government  candidate,    and  Sir  Robert 
Borden  will  not  be  called  upon  to  exer- 
cise his  prerogative  In  naming  who  la  to 
bo  the  official  nominee.

The  return  of  Premier 
Brewster  from  Ottawa  has  done  a  good 
deal  to  clear  up  the  political  situation 
a*  far  as  the  local  Liberals  are  con- 
cerned. The  matter  of  arranging  for  a 
Joint  con  vent  ion  has  now  been  simpli- 
fied, and  It  only  remains  to  choose  the 
beat  man  available.  In  tho  Nanalmo 
district  our. information  is  that  a  simi- 
lar course  will  be  followed,  and  at  nei- 
ther convention  Is  there  any  likelihood 
of  such  a  diversity  /Of  opinion  as  will 
mar  the  proceedings.  It  will  be  a  mat- 
ter of  genuine  relief  to  the  people  that 
arrangements  are  pending  to  this  end.

Mr.  4.  A.  Cslder's  statement  at  last 
night's  meeting  of  hla  stand  against 
profiteering  and  the  polio*-  of  patronage 
will  bo  warmly  welcomed  by  the  people 
of  Victoria.  He  was  emphatic  In  the 
statement  that  he  could  not  continue  a 
member  of  a  Government  which  toler- 
ates practices  against  the  beat  Interests 
of  the  people,  and  such  as  are  caloulatod 
to  weaken  our  efforts  In  the  war.  It 
was,  of  course,  difficult  for  him  to  say 
anything  respecting  the  measures  that 
will  be  taken,  because,  aa  he  himself  ex- 
plained,  there  has  been  no  time  for  the 
new  cabinet  to  discuss  many  of  the 
burning  questions  now\before  the  coun- 
try. There  was,  however,  no  mistaking 
his  sst  purpose  to  use  all  his  Influence 
to  put  an  end  to  those  Iniquities  of 
which  tho  people  complain,  and  among 
these  the  high  cost  of  living  has  a 
place.  Mr.  Calder  waa  definite  in  say- 
ing* that  food  prioos  must  be  reduced. 
Since  he  Is  of  this  opinion  It  means  that 
ho  admits  the  present  prices  are  too 
high,  something  that,  when  ho  gets  back 
to  Ottawa,  he  will  have  to  Impress  upon 
tho  Food  Controller. 

The  speeches  of  Mr.  Martin  Burrell 
and  Mr.  Calder  wore  of  considerable 
value.  Inaamuch  as  they  reviewed  the 
situation  from  the  standpoint  of  tho  new 
Union  Government.  The  Utters  state- 
ment that  there  are  but  two  loaders  in 
tho  country  la  this ,  election  will  dear 
up  tho  political  atmosphere,  because 
there  has  boon  an  attempt  among  both 
parties  to  Jo  ahoy  for  position  so  that 
they  mar  have  a  majority  In  tho  House. 
But  the  Issue  fa  clearly  defined  as  far 
as  the  political  leaders  are  concerned, 
flther  Sir  ftobert  Borden  or  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurler  must  ho  returned  to  power.

tively no  fighting  had  occurred  in  tire 
past.  The  Italians  appear,  by  the  nature 
of  the  statement  made,,  to  resent   this, 
but  It  is  the  height  of  strategy  to  at- 
tack where  your  opponents  are  least  ex- 
pecting an  offensive,  aad  consequently 
are  least    prepared.      Without  a  doubt 
there  le   no  exaggeration  in   describing 
the  events  of  the  last  week  on  the  Ital- 
ian front  as  a  "stupendous  drama,"  for 
when  the  full  story  Is  told.lt  will  be  one 
of  the  most  sensational  of  the  war.     It 
is  very  encouraging  to  learn  that  the 
withdrawal  was  accomplished  under  the 
aegis  of  military  genius  of  a  high  order, 
and    that   energies   are    now    being   di- 
rected to  redeem  the  situation.    Already 
the    Italian    troops    have   reached    the 
Tagllamentp  River,  so  that  today's  offi- 
cial  reports     should     Indicate  whether 
they  are  prepared  to  accept  battle  there. 
The  explanation     by   the     Associated 
Press     correspondent    at    headquarters 
who  took  part  In  the  retreat  shows  that 
the  enemy's  bombardment  all  along  the 
Car  so  front  was  terrific,  but  that' he  re- 
lied on  General  von  Mackensen's  turning 
movement  to  the  north,  so  that  the  of- 
fensive   movement     was     not    brought 
about  by   artillery 'but  by  strategy,  In 
which   the     Infantry  played     the  com- 
manding part.    General  Cadorna  has  an 
opportunity  to  reinstate  his  reputation 
for  initiative  when  the  time  comes  to 
turn  on  the  enemy.     Both  Prance  and 
Britain  are  sending  men  and  guns  to  his 
assistance,  while  the  retreat  has  served 
to    stiffen    Italy's    purpose    in  'the    war, 
which    in    itself    Is    a    hopeful    augury. 
There    are    big    developments    still    to 
come  in  the  Italian  situation,  and   we 
may  look  forward  to  them  before  many 
weeks  have  passed. 


The  United  States  might  as  well  de- 
clare war  against  the  Austrian  Empire. 
She  Is  lending  Italy  money  and  has 
promised  her  aid  In  ships,  which  under 
thf  circumstances  shpuld  be  regarded  as 
hostile  acts  by  Austria.  »•

the  United  States  might  bs  In  a  posi- 
tion* to  aid  Italy  with  men  and  guns  in 
her  present  emergency.  She  might,  were 
1*  not  for  the  fact ,  that  the  United 
States  Is  not  at  war  with  Austria-Hun- 
gary.

On  the  point  of  the  Military  Voting 
Bill,  Hon.  Mr.  Burrell  declared:  You 
In  British  Columbia  have  sent  a  mag- 
nificent contribution  to  the  battle-line, 
great  in  quantity,  great  in  quality.  I 
want  to  appeal  to  the  women,  few  of 
whom  hut  have  a  friend,  a  relative  at 
the.  front  The  fullest  and  fairest 
means  have  been  taken  to  ensure  that 
tho  men  overseas  shall  vote;  the  offi- 
cials to  go  to  Europe  to  take  the  vote 
are  half  appointed  by  Sir  Wilfrid  Laur- 
ler. half  by  the  Union  Government 
Every  soldier  Is  placed  on  the  same 
basis  and  will  secure  a  vote  despite 
whether  of  age  or  not,  and  simply  be- 
cause of  his  heroism  In  going  to  fight 
the  country's  battles.  Every  man  who 
enlisted,  whether  in  Canada  a  year  or 
more  or  never  at  all,  so  long  as  he  Is 
a  British  subject  and  enlisted  In  Can- 
ada, will  have  the  vote.  Surely  If  a 
man  comes  here  and  Joins  up  to  fight 
for  Canada  and  the  Empire  and  goes 
overseas  there  Is  nbt  a  man  who  would 
refuse  him  the  right  to  cast  his>  vote 
for  measures  aiding  In  Canada's  suc- 
cessful prosecution 'of  her  -war  duties.'

The  business  pro- 
Sts*tax  which  was  enacted  was  based 
upon  .all  profits  made  since  a  date  four 
months  after  the  commencement  of 
war.  This  year  a  further  enactment 
provided  for  a  tax  of  twenty-five  per 
cent  pa  profits  from  seven  to  fifteen 
per  cent:  fifty  per  cent  on  profits  be- 
tween fifteen  and  twenty  per  cent  and 
seventy-five  per  cent  oa  profits  over 
twenty  per  cent  In  addition,  an  in- 
eomo  tax  was  Introduced  for  the  first 
time 


"We  believe  In  tbe  conscription  of 
wealth.  Tbe  man  who  seeks  to  make 
profits  on  the  trials  and  tribulations 
of  his  country  is  a  traitor.  Not  alone 
to  profits  out  of  war  contracts  but  also 
on  Incomes  of  the  men  of  wealth  will 
We  look.  Wo  are  prepared  to  go  fur- 
ther and  see  that,  {he  burdens  of  war 
are  put  upon  the  shoulders  of  those 
able  to  bear  them." 

The  new  regulations  respecting  In- 
creases' In  pensions  were  explained  by 
Hon.  Mr.  Burrell.  who  declared  the  new 
pension  plan  to  be  the  highest  and  best 
In  tbe  world.  But  too  much  could  not 
be  done  for  the  men  who  went  over- 
seas. 

On  conscription  a  better  definition  of 
which,   he   believed,  would  be  selective 
compulsory  draft,   the  minister  declar- 
er that  waa   the  rock  upon   which   ths 
Union  government  had  been  built     "We 
are  ground  for  ever  under  the  keel  of 
that   thing  that   would   make  our   chil- 
dren and  our  children's  children   groan 
for   generations,   if   we   lose   this   fight 
or  if  the  Ideals  of  the  Central  Powers 
predominate,   or   even    If   we   arrive   at 
a  stalemate  and    later    have     to     fight 
again.     We  have  got   to  put  the  other 
fellow    out      or     go      under    ourselves. 
Don't  let  us  delude  ourselves  that  this 
war  is  won.     The  leading  men  In  Eng- 
land, France  and  elsewhere   in   the  En- 
tente  countries     are   not    so     deluding 
themselves.      They    are    grim    and    are 
determined   to  carry  on,  but   they  can- 
not   say    how    long    the    war    will    last. 
Marshal  Joffre's  message  to  Canada  was 
'send  us  more  men.'     That  Is  what  Can- 
ada  has    to   do    not    only    to    save    the 
Empire  but  as  her  plain  duty  to  those 
gallant    boys    who    have    gone.      There 
are   people   In    Canada,   In   Quebec,   who 
say   we  have  done   enough.     There   are 
candidates  who  are  pledging  themselves 
to  repeal     the,    Military     Service   Bill. 
Our  position  Is  that  the  voluntary  sys- 
tem here  as  In  all  other  countries,  has 
broken  down.     We  can't  shut  out  eyes 
to  the  fact  that   while  thousands  gave 
up    their    all     and     volunteered     other 
thousands  perhaps  better  able  to  go  re- 
mained behind.     One  is  amaxed  to  hear 
Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  say  ho  cannot  stand 
for  compulsion.     That   spirit   exists   in 
the  Militia  Act  and  his  claim  that  only 
in   case   of   Invasion    can   men    be  com- 
pelled to  enlist  Is  answered  by  the  fact 
that    nothing    prevents    an    Invasion    of 

'Canada  now  but  .the  boys  over  there 
behind  the  bayonets.  It  Is  that  belief 
that  brought  tho  United  States  into 
the  war.  This  is  Just  as  much  a  de- 
fensive war  as  If  te  enemy  was 
knocking  at  the  gates  of  Quebec.  I 
am  not  so  sure  it  would  not  have 
been     a  good     thing     had     he  knocked 

once  or  twice  at  those  gates. 

People  Meal  Meomltors 

Sir  Wilfrid  blames  the  Government 
methods  of  recruiting. 

Who  recruited?  Not  the  Government. 
rather  the  people.  From  January  last 
we  enlisted  52,000  men  and  in  the  same 
period  our  casualties  have  been  102,000. 
It  is  time  for  the  State  to  say  we  are 
standing  here  to_auard  the  very  State 
Itself.  We  say  if  you  are  able,  if  you 
are  fit,  If  you  can  do  better  duty  there, 
then  It  Is  your  duty  to  go  and  the  State 
says  wo  will  see  that  you  go.  That  Is 
our  platform.  I  do  not  believe  the  coun- 
try agrees  with  Sir  Wilfrid." 

Referring  to  that  memorable  occa- 
sion at  the  last  session  when  the  com- 
pulsory bill  was  passed  at  5  a.m.,  Hon. 
Mr.  Burrell  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
outside  of  Quebec  only  ten  members 
voted  against  the  bill  and  to  the  credit 
of  Weetern  Canada  only  two  of  that 
number  came  from  the  West  Sir  Wil- 
frid had  told  the  Wln-the-War  League 
at  Hamilton  that  if  he  was  returned  to 
power  ho  would  again  adopt  the  volun- 
tary system. 

"We  have  sent  300,000  men  overseas 
and  the  Province  of  Quebec  up  to  this 
year  had  sent  only  8,100.  What  would 
the  English  speaking  people  of  Canada 
say  if  the  voluntary  system  which  pro- 
duced the  above  result  were  re-estab- 
lished. There  would  be  trouble.  They 
cry  delay,  delay,  delay,  while  the  hall 
of  death  is  deluging  our  boys  in  the 
trenches.  I  tell  you  we  cannot  stand 
it,   we   will  not." 

In  closing  Hon.  Mr.  Burrell  declared 
no  bitter  political  strife  will  be  per- 
mitted In  the  forthcoming  campaign. 
"There  is  enough  strife  at  the  front. 
If  the  people  of  Canada  do  all  they  can, 
they  cannot  requite  the  heroism  of  the 
men  at  the  front;  If  they  do  less,  they 
dishonor  their  sacrifices." 


piled  up  debt  to  the  extent  ot  hundreds 
of  millions  (hat  wo  have  got  to  pay. 
Our  debt  la  simply  staggering.  Wo  are 
a  small  people  In  order  to  boar  the 
burdens  of  the  war  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  that  we  must  have  a  bigger 
Canada,  more  people,  more  production, 
more  economy.  The  task  will  not  be  aa 
easy  one.  It  will  require  tho  best 
brains  and  ability  that  can  bo  got 
There  must  be  a  united  effort  on  the 
part  of  both  political  parties.  Ws  can't 
afford  to  play  politics  with  the  situation 
that  Is  staring  us  In  the  face." 

'When  we  put  our  Ideas  before  Sir 
Robert  Borden  snd  exchanged  views,  ws 
wore  not  very  long  before  we  arrived 
at  a  conclusion  on  the  important  mat- 
ters. In  tho  first  place  it  was  agreed — 
and  I  want  to  tell  you  it  will  be  car- 
ried out — that  every  unnecessary  ex- 
penditure musff  be  eliminated.  We  have 
been  spending  millions  unnecessarily, 
unproductlvely.  for  purposes  of  getting 
votes.  Not  one  political  party  but  all. 
Federal  and  Provincial,  all  over  Canada, 
have  been  guilty.  Tho  Union  Govern- 
ment has  decided  it  must  stop." 

The  speaker  concurred  heartily  In 
what  his  colleague  had  stated  concern- 
ing the  new  Government  intentions  in 
respect  to  profiteering  and  taxation  of 
profits.  The  cost  of  living  was  soar- 
ing and  there  were  many  middlemen 
taking  their  profits.  An  earnest  and 
sincere  effort  would  be  made  by  the 
Government  to  reduce  the  cost  of  the 
necessaries  of  life  to  the  lowest  possi- 
ble point.  What  could  be  done?  He 
could  not  say.  He  realised  the  prob- 
lem was  an  exceedingly  difficult  one 
tnit'so  far  as  the  Government  was  con- 
cerned there  was  a  clear  understanding 
that  the  problem  will  be  tackled  In*  a 
large  way  and  be  solved. 

Referring  to  the  request  in  The  Dally 
Colonist  for  specific  announcement  of 
the  government's  policies  relative  to  the 
enforcement  of  conscription,  profiteer- 
ing, reduction  in  food  costs,  etc.,  Hon. 
Mr.  Calder  declared  undoubtedly  the 
opinion  of  the  great  bulk  of  the  people 
was  heartily  In  favor  of  conscription 
and  taxing  of  profits.  Action  in  line 
with  that  opinion  could  be  looked  for 
from  the  government  "I  have  no 
doubt  at  all  that  the  opinion  expressed 
In  this  editorial  Is  that  of  the  vast  ma- 
jority of  Canadians  and  no  government 
can  exist  which  does  not  deal  with 
them,"  but  he  pointed  to  the  fact  that 
as  yet  the  members  of  the  government 
have  had  no  opportunity  to  get  down 
to  details  and  formulate  action.  "We 
ask  you  to  have  faith,  that  you  will 
believe  we  are  sincere  in  our  desire  to 
do  the  very  best  under  the  circum- 
stances." 

To  tbe  Xdberals 
"I  want  to  put  the  real  issue  before 
my  Liberal  friends.  In  my  Judgment 
it  is  briefly  this.  Are  we  going  to 
continue  to  carry  on  in  this  way  or  Is 
Canada  going  to  quit?  There  are  only 
two  men  who  will  send' out  an  appeal 
to  the  electors — Sir  Robert  Borden  and 
Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler.  Some  tell  us  to 
elect  independent  Liberals.  Are  you 
going  to  send  men  to  parliament  with 
the  latent  possibility  of  defeating  the 
Union  government?  Where  will  those 
Independents  stand,  with  ths  govern- 
ment that  has  made  it  its  policy  to 
take  one  prime  stand  on  the  one  great 
Issue?  There  is  a  possibility  that  a 
party  known  as  the  Conscription! st- 
Llberal  will  appeal  for  support  They 
are  In  earnest  about  carrying  on  the 
war,  but  are  also  Liberal  and  cannot 
support  a  Union  government  If  they 
get  to  Ottawa  will  they  support  the 
Union  government  Id  order  that  the  will 
of  the  great  majority  of  tho  people  may 
be  carried  out?

Evidently  one  of  the  moat  popular 
branches  of  the  service  at  the  preaent 
time  is  that  connected  with  aviation.

**rsmler  Brewster,  on  his  return  yes£ 
terday  from  a  month  In  Ottawa,  said  he 
wee  not  prepared  to  make  any  statement 
as  to  the  attitude  of  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment with  respect  to  the  Union  Gov.' 
eminent  at  Ottawa,  at  least  until  he 
had  conferred  with  hie  colleagues  here. 
He  participated* in  the  negotiations  that 
brought  about  the  formation  of  the 
Union  Government. 

The  Premier  added  that  he  Sid  not 
any  particular  reason  why  he 
should  bs  expected  to  make  a  statement 
at  this  time. 

"My  attitude  is  well  known."  he  said. 
"From  the  Arst  I  have  been  a  strong 
conscrlptlonlat,  and  I  haven't  changed 
my  stand." 

As  to  the  statement  made  that  the 
door  to  the  Union  Government  was  still 
open  to  htm,  he  would  make  ho  enimiit- 
enlng  comment  beyond  explaining  That 
the  best  of  feeling  and  understanding 
existed  between  himself  and  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Government  at  Ottawa. 

Ron.  Mr.  Brewster  came  over  on  the 
boat  from  Vancouver  with  the  Hon. 
Martin  Burrell,  Secretary  of,  Bute,  and 
the  Hon.  J.  A.  Calder,  Minister  of  Col- 
onisation and  Immigration,  In  the  Union 
Cabinet,  and  was  In  close  touch  with 
thsm  all  yesterday.  The  Hon.  John 
Hart  and  the  Hon.  J.  D.  MacLean  were 
also  In  the  party.  ' 

*  Expects  Aid  for  9MM. 

At  Ottawa  the  Premier  took  up  the 
Pacific  Great  Eastern-  and  Canadian 
Northern  Railway  situation  in  this 
Province.  He  discussed  the  proposal 
that  the  Dominion  should  give  a  subsidy 
of  at  least  $12,000  a  mile  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Pacific  Great 'Eastern  to 
Prince  George  and  the  Peace  River,  on 
the  grounds  that  such  a  subsidy  was 
customary  for  mountain  roads  and 
16,000  a  mile  for  Prairie  roads. 

Encouragement  was  given  him  that 
the  Government  might  be  able  to  com- 
ply  with  his  proposals,  but  he  explained 
last  night  that  everything  at  Ottawa, 
especially  as  regards  the  railway/ situa- 
tion. Is  in  such  a  chaotic  state  that'  no 
definite  action  can  be  expected  for  some 
time.  He  will  continue  to  press  for  the 
completion,  of  the  P.G.B.,  however. 

C.P.R.  officials  told  him  that  they' 
would  not  be  able  to  do  anything  about 
taking  over  the  P.G.E.  because  of  war 
conditions.  The  future  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  in  this  Province  is  now  in  the 
bands  of  the  recently  appointed  board 
Of  arbitration,  that  is  settling  the  price 
to  be  paid  for  the  common  stock  of  the 
company. 

Zrfuger   Shipbuilding    Orders    Coming 

From  information  (that  he  was  able  to 
gather  at  the  Capital,  the  Premier  said 
last  night  there  was  no  grounds  for  the 
statements  that  no  more  shipbuilding 
orders  will  be  placed  on  the  British  Col- 
umbia Coast.  Reports  that  no  more 
orders  were  to  come  this  \vay  had  orig- 
inated, he  said,  from  the  belief  at  Ot- 
tawa that  British  Columbia  shipbuild- 
ing, plants  are  now  working  at  capacity 
and  are  unable  to  take  on  more  work. 
With  a  slight  rearrangement  of  control 
now  being  effected  at  Ottawa,  he  de- 
clared that  further  end  larger  orders 
will  soon  be  forthcoming,  and  the  indus- 
try will  be  established  on  a  firmer  base.

The  first  results  of  the  campaign  >e- 
ing  inaugurated  to  the  end  that  the 
Canadian  farmers  may  have  opportun- 
ity to  come  to  the  assistance  of  the 
agriculturists  In  the  war-devastated 
sections  of  Europe,  end  by  'contributing 
to  the  fund  known  as  the  Agricultural 
Relief  of  the  Allies  Fund,  assist  In 
the  great  plan  of  rehabilitating  the  ag- 
riculturists In  the  stricken  sections, 
are  being  received  In  British  Columbia 
Mr.  W.  B.  Scott,  deputy  minister  ot 
agriculture  and  chairman  of  the  Pro- 
vincial committee,  outlined  the  steps 
which  have  been  taken  to  Interest  the 
agriculturists  of  British  Columbia  In 
the  good  work.  Already  posters  have 
been  circulated  throughout  the  agricul- 
tural districts,  especially  at  the  var- 
Mous  Women's  and  Farmers'  Institutes, 
and  the  organisations  such  as  the  Fruit 
Growers.  Dairymen.  Stockbreeders,  etc., 
have  been  circularised.  The  campaign 
for  funds  has  been  well  launched. 

The  plan  followed  In  connection  with 
the  various  fairs  was  to  accept  from 
exhibitors,  donations  of  -  exhibits  or 
portions  thereof,  these  being  suctioned 
off  and  the  proceeds  contributed  to  the 
fund  Cash  contributions  were  also 
given  by  the  farmers.  It  Is  proposed 
to  extend  the  earn*  system  to  the  or- 
ganisations Interested  in  agriculture.

TO  KEEP  JUDGMENTS . 
FROM  LAW  SOCIETY 

v    • 

Hon,  Justice  Martin  Announces 
Decision  to  Oissooiate  Him- 
self From  Benchers— Cites 
Reasons  for  Action, 


Claiming  that  judgments  handed  down 
by  him  and  written  for  the  public  bene- 
fit have  been  "autocratically  censored 
and  suppressed"  by  the  benchers  for 
the  benefit  of  private  persons.  Hon.  Jus- 
tice Martin  has  decided  that  In  future 
no  copies  of  his  Judgment  are  to  be 
filed  with  the  Law  Society  of  British 
Columbia  without  his  express  sanction. 
This  action  is  taken  as  a  sequel  to  the 
Leonor  case,  in  which  It  is  claimed 
Judge  Martin's  judgment  wss  sup- 
pressed by  the  society. 

In  a  letter  addressed  to  the  Deputy 
District  Registrar  In' Admiralty,  which 
was  yesterday  filed  In  the  Court  House, 
Mr  Justice  Martin  gives  his  reasons  for 
taking  this  course,  which  he  admits  will 
have  serious  consequences.  The  letter 
accompanies  a  copy  of  the  reasons  for 
his  judgment  In  the  Belrldge-Bmpress 
of  Japan  collision  case,  end  requests 
the  registrar  not  to  place  them  on  file, 
but  allow  the  solicitors  for  the  parties, 
or  the  newspapers,  to  make  a  copy 
thereof  If  they  so  desire,  but  only  on 
the  understanding  that  no  copy  of  It  Is 
to  reach  the  benchers  of  the  Law  So- 
ciety. This  applies  to  Judgments  in  the 
Court  of  Appeal  and  the  Exchequer 
Court  in  admiralty. 

A  latter  from  the  Judge  to  the  Attor- 
ney-General, asking  smendment  to  the 
existing  statute,  if  found  necessary,  is 
also  filed. 

"The  cause,  in  brief,  is  that  a  major- 
ity of  the  benchers  of  the  Law  Society 
have  deliberately  decided  to  suppress 
the  publication  In  the  British  Columbia 
Law  Reports  of  my  judgment  of  the 
15th  of  December  last  in  the  very  im- 
portant prise  court  case  of  the  Leonor," 
says  the  letter  to  the  Registrar,  "this 
course  being  taken  at  the  Instigation  of 
Mr.  A.  P.  Luxton,  K.C.,  one  of  the 
benchers.  In  order  to  prevent  the  publi- 
cation of  my  relevant  finding  that  he 
had  been  guilty  of  the  charge  brought 
against  him  of  a  breach  of  faith  with 
the  Court.  But  T  do  not  propose  to  allow 
any  of  my  judgments  to  be  published 
in  the  B.  C.  Law  reports  while  they  are 
conducted  in  this  Improper  fashion," 
says  the  Isttsr.  < 

"The  two  matters  of  principle  upon 
which  I  take  issue  with  the  bench- 
ers are: 

"(l)  That  my  Judgment  written  for 
the  public  benefit  most  not  be  autocrati- 
cally censored  or  suppressed  by,  the 
benchers  for  the  benefit  of  private  per- 
sons. 

Bencher  IS  Hoi  Immane 

"(2)  That  a  bencher  is  no  more  immune 
from  the  consequences  of  a  breach  of  faith 
with  a  court  of  Justice  than  any  other 
member  of  the  legal  profession.  A  solemn 
promise  made  by  a  counsel  to  a  court  Is 
not  te  be  regarded  as  a  'scrap  of  paper,' 
above  all.  when,  as  in  the  Leaner  case  It 
was  made  by  Mr.  Luxton  on  behalf  of  Bis 
Majesty*   the  Crown   being  the   plaintiff. 

"So  long  as  the  Influence  of  Mr.  Luxton 
Is  strong  enough  with  a  majority  of  his 
conferee  to  maintain  this  Star  Chamber 
policy,  so  long  will  I  refuse,  es  a  con- 
tinuous protest,  te  allow  my  judgments  te 
be  published  in  the  law  reports  miscon- 
ducted  by  the  benchers." 

In  the  letter  te  the  Attorney-General 
Mis  Honor  says  in  pert:  "It  is  obvious  that 
If  these  reports  are  to  be  Improperly  sup- 
pressed or  censored  to  screen  the  profes- 
sional Improprieties  of  benehers  or  ether 
members  of  the  bar,  then  the  first  end 
second  considerations  for  public  supporf 
cease  te  exist  because  the  professional  stan- 
dard Is  lowered  by  that  very  goteanlng 
body  which  Is  elected  to  maintain  |t,T  and 
the  "reports'  are  discredited,  and  \  de- 
preciated. .         "     * 

Clear,  Bat  Cssltsisst  Duty 
"After  long  reflection  upon  this  matter 
I  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  It  Is 
my  dear,  though  unpleasant,  duty  te  dis- 
associate myself  from  a  body  which  Is 
animated  by  such  a  standard  of  profes- 
sional ethics,  and  though  I  am  new  la  my 
twentieth  year  of  Judicial  office,  see  have 
gladly  assisted  In  every  way  possible  In 
the  raising  of  our  law  reports  to  s  nigh 
standard,  yet  I  shall  net  submit  to  hav- 
ing my  public  Judgments  censored  or  sup- 
pressed to  shield  private  or  public.  In- 
dividual*,  nor  shell  I  countenance  or  as- 
sist Is  any  way  a  series  of  reports  so  Im- 
properly   conducted.

There  I*  grass  to  be  bad  for  the  asking 
wherever  there  is  a  boulevard,  had  In 
many  a  garden  there  are  still  leaves 
to  be  found.

Infirmity 
Long  agb.  a  little  girl  was  going 
along  a  country  road  with  her  father. 
A  man  cam*  toward*  them  suffering 
from  the  deformity  known  as  a  hare- 
lip. It  was  before  the  days  of  surgery 
and,  th*  sight  waa  not  a  pleasant  one. 
When  the  man  had  peased  on,  the  child 
asked  what  was  the  matter.  She  was 
told  that  little  girls  should  not  notice 
anything  strange  about  the.  appearanoe 
of  another.  Just  what  waa  said  has 
long  been  forgotten,  but  the  tone  and 
manner  of  this  rebuke  never  passed 
away.  She  understood  that  it  was  vary 
wrong  to  add  to  the  pain  that  disfigure- 
ment or  disablement  of  any  kind  must 
oauie. 

Such  lessons  are  always  needed,  per- 
haps more  than  ever  now.  There  are. 
In  our  city,  a  number  of  children  who 
are  being  taught  how  to  make  the  most 
of  the  small  talents  they  have.  In  a 
former  generation  such  children  would 
have  been  kept  at  home  as  long  as  their 
parent*  could  protect  them.  When  man- 
hood or  womanhood  was  reached  they, 
too  often,  were  thrown  upon  a  world 
unprepared  to  earn  their  own  living  or 
to  mingle  safely  with  others. 

.In  the  special  school  Miss  Winn  Is, 
so  far  a*  Is  humanly  possible,  develop- 
ing every  useful  faculty  such  children 
possess  so  that  In  future  years  they 
shall  be  both  happy  and  self-supporting. 
It  is  necessary  for  these  girls  and 
boya  to  pa**  many  others  on  their  way 
to  and  from  school.  Th*  girl*  near 
whose  school  the  children  are 'taught 
have  learned  to  be  kind  to  them,  and 
Mia*  Winn  stated  th*  other  day  that 
■he  had  only  one*  had  occasion  to  com- 
plain of  any  of   them. 

This,  however,  1*  not  true  'of  all  the 
young  people  the  children  meet  Of 
"fcoerae,  much  of  th*  taeaing  la  due  to 
thoughtlessness.  Few  boya  and  girls 
are  purposely  unkind.  This  Is  a  mat- 
ter with  which  mother*  can  deal  best 
No  child  I*  too  young  to  be  taught  con- 
sideration for  the  infirmity  or  the  weak- 
ness of  other*.  It  1*  easy  to  train  tho 
klndhearted  little  folk  to  he  helpful.  It 
I*  not  so  easy  to  make  them  understand 
that  there  are  weaknesses  of  the  mind 
a*  well  a*  of  th*  body;  and  that  to  take 
advantage  of  these  is  wicked.  Nor 
would  it  be  wis*  to  try  to  do  this  be- 
fore the  occaalon  arise*.  *  \

Rachel  still  weep*  far 
her  children,  but .  wise  man  and  wo- 
men are  laboring  to  prevent  th*  heed- 
less wast*  and  sorrow. 

""in"  the  current  number  of  Harper'* 
Magaslne  there  1*  an  article  on  "Why 
Co  Babies  Die 7"  that  should  be.  read 
by  all  social  workers.  The  writer  show* 
conclusively  that  society,  baa  it  In  it* 
power  to  bring  children  safely  through 
the  first  year  of  their  Uvea,  and  that  in 
la  me  places  thla  great  measure  of 
conservation  haa  progressed  in  a  won- 
derful way. 

The  enemies  of  the  baby  are  the  Ig- 
norance of  mothera  and  their  dislike 
to  natural  feeding,  poverty,  excessive 
labor  among  mothera  and  overcrowd- 
ing. Baby  will  live  if  It  is  properly. 
fed,  kept  clean  and  given  room  and  air 
to  breathe  when  It  cornea  into  the 
world  healthy. 

In  the  United  States  Mabel  Board- 
man  haa  been  conducting  a  series  of 
investigations  Which  prove  these  and 
many  other  thing*.  For  the  purposes 
of  gaining  knowledge  she  ha*  chosen 
Johnstown,  an  industrial  town  in  Penn- 
sylvania about  the  alas  of  Victoria, 
a  residential  town  In  New  Jersey  with 
an  industrial  section  ahd  a  French  Can- 
adian mill  town,  Manchester,  Massa- 
chusetts. 

One  of  the  most . important  measures 
which  every  nation  and  every  city 
should  enforce  Is  the  registration  of 
every  baby  born.  This  has  not  hither- 
to been  universal,  cither  in  th*  United 
State*  or  in  Canada, 

Th*  country  in  the  world  which  haa 
been  moot  successful  iftH  raising  its 
babies  1*  New  Zealand.  In  the  city  of' 
Dunedln  the  infant  mortality  la  onljsj 
40  In  a  thousand,  and  over  the  whole 
country  the  deaths  have  been  reduced 
from  S3  to  41.  The  motto  of  New  Zea- 
land la  "It  la  better  to  put  a  fence  on 
the  top  of  a  precipice  than  an  ambu- 
lance at  th*  bottom.*' 

There  Is  a  society  for  the  health 
of  women  and  children,  and  under  it* 
auspice*  nurses,  known  as  Plunkett 
nurses,  are  sent  through  the  country  to 
instruct  all  mother*  and  to  care  for 
them  and  their  babies.  No  Ignorant  or 
untrained  woman  1*  allowed  to  wait  en 
a  mother  in  the  whole  country.  A* 
everyone  knows,  social  legislation  and 
natural  conditions  have  combined  In 
this  Dominion  to  prevent  overcrowding 
and  extreme  poverty. 

In  the  United  States  th*  mortality,  aa 
a  whole.  Is  greater  than  In. most  Euro- 
pean countries,  and,  and  it  la  surpris- 
ing to  learn  that  with  all  it*  boasted 
efficiency  Germany  I*  behind  most  other 
nation*  In  th*  conservation  of  child 
life. 

It  la  interesting  to  learn  that  th* 
operation  of  a  baby  clinic  In  Montolair, 
N.  J.,  Is  believed  to  have  reduced  th* 
Infant  mortality  from  ISO  to  84. 

No  figures  are  given  for  Canada,  but 
th*  researches  of  Dr.  Macmurchy  have 
proved  that  this  Country  1*  sadly  prodi- 
gal of  infant  life.  Miss  Boardman'a 
discovery  that  848  French  Canadian 
babies  In  every  thousaad  born  la  Man: 
Chester.  Mass..  die  before  their  first 
birthday  showa  that  many  of  the  babies 
of  Quebec  die  an  untimely  death.'  The 
crowded  quarters  of  th*  cities  of  On- 
tario and  th*  Middle  West  add  to  the 
toll,  especially  In  Summer. 

Climate  and  conditions  on  the  Pacific 
Coaat  should  make  thla  part  of  Canada 
a  rival  of  New  Zealand  so  far  aa  the 
health  of  babl**  I*  concerned.  Victoria 
ha*  fin*  healthy  school  children,  aad 
the  death  rate  among  babloa  la  low. 
It  will  pay  well  to  take  every  measure 
known  to  civilisation  to  raise  th*  stan- 
dard ef  health.  This  le  a  matter  In 
which  the  women  of  the  country  are 
vitally  concerned.

Amazing  Statements  Made  at  Mainland  Meeting 

by  Mr.  Leith  —  Retiring  President  of  the 

B.  C.  A.  A.  U.  Comes  in  for  Some 

Very  .Uncharitable  Criticism

VANCOUVER,  Oct.  31.— "Resolved: 
That  the'  Provincial  executive  be  re- 
Quested  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Provincial  body,  to  be_  held  on  Decem- 
ber S.  to  discuss  tha  legality  or  other- 
wise of  the  annual  meeting  held  In  Vic- 
toria on  October  10." 

*    * 

The  above  resolution  was  tha  out- 
coma  of  the  meeting-  called  for  Monday 
evening  la  the  Central  Club  to  hear 
the  reports  of  the  delegates  to  the  an- 
nual meeting-  of.  the  B.  C.  Amateur 
Union,  which  was  held  in  Victoria  .re- 
cently and  over  which  there  has  been 
so  much  heartburning  on  tha  Mainland. 

But  the  resolution  state  of  the  meet- 
ing was  not  arrived  at  until  a  whole 
Una  full  of  dirty  washing  had  been 
bung  out;  in  fact,  when  Delegate  Gar- 
v'ey  asked  if  there  was  a  B.  C.  Amateur 
Union  in  existence  he  summed  up  the 
discoveries  of  the  meeting  In  ques- 
tion. According  to  constitution  it  la 
not.  for  its  president  and  offlcers  were 
elected  by  delegates  who  represented, 
some  of  them,  athletic  bodies  which 
have  not  been  In  existence  since  tha 
war  broke  out  and  others,  which  had 
not  paid  their  dues  for  the  past  year, 
and  therefore  were  not  entitled  to  vote. 
Vert's  Activities 

Tha 'discovery  was  also  made,  at  any 
rate  several  delegates  declared  them- 
selves satisfied,  that  past  President 
Vert  had  been  so  anxious  to  have  the 
Vancouver  nominee,  Mr.  David  Leith. 
defeated  In  th»  contest  for  the  presi- 
dential chair  that  he  had  gone  over  to 
Victoria  a  day  earlier  than  the  other 
Mainland  delegates.  Some  of  the  dele- 
gates said  he  had  attempted  to  work 
up  opposition  in  Westminster  before 
leaving,  while  others  declared  he  had 
done  his  rounding  up  in  the  capital. 
The  suggestions  were  also  made  during 
the  evening,  and  will  be  taken  up  with 
the  Dominion  executive  by  Dr.  Davidson 
in  the  near  future,  that  the  B.  C.  asso- 
ciation be  allowed  to  govern  Itself  until 
affairs  resume  their  normal  stride,  pro- 
vided always  that  they  retain  the  ama- 
teur definition  aa  sat  forth  In  the  con- 
stitution. 

Mr.  Leith.  as  president  of  the  Van- 
couver local,  was  in  the  chair  and  ex- 
plained In  detail  everything  that  had 
happened,  both  leading  up  to  the  an- 
nual, at  the  annual  meeting  and  after- 
wards. He  first  made  his  audience  sit 
up  by  telling  them  that  he  was  amazed 
to  find  a  vast  list  of  delegates  from 
Victoria  at  the  meeting.  Some  of  them 
he  bad  never  seen  before  and  many  of 
them  representing  sporting  bodies 
which  had  been  dead  for  years.  Mr. 
Manson  welcomed  them  to  the  meeting 
by  declaring  that  he  felt  they  were  over 
with  an  axe  to  grind.  Mr.  Leith  tried 
to  get  the  chairman,  Rev.  Mr.  Vert, 
to  have  this  statement  withdrawn,  but 
his  request  was  refused. 

victoria  la  Bad 

"Every  Mainland  organisation  repre- 
sentative at  the  meeting  was  in  good 
standing,  but  not  one  Victoria  organiza- 
tion had  paid  its  dues  and  had  a  right 
to  vote  at  the  meeting,"  wad  his  next 
startling  announcement,  which  he  quick- 
ly followed  by  a  statement  that  he 
verily  believed  that  Mr.  Vert  had  gone 
over  to  the  Island  a  day  ahead  of  the 
delegates  for  the  purpose  of  "packing 
the  meeting'  and  "securing  ""enough 
votes  to  put  a  Victoria  man  into  office." 

He  did' not  know  what  to  make  of  It 
When  the  treasurer's  report  waa  reed 
It  had  ahowed  receipts  for  last  year  ©f 
|6  and  not  a  single  25-oent  registration 
fee  for  any  Victoria  athlete  for  the 
year.  • 

He  referred  to  a  statement  by  Vert 
when  asked  to  change  the  date  of  the 
meeting  that  "he  could  not  do  so,  as  It 
would  be  unconstitutional,"  and  added, 
that  they  had  no  qualms  of  conscience 
when  they  legislated  to  suit  their  own 
ends,  as  they  did  when  they  allowed 
delegates  delinquent  to  vote  at  the 
meeting: 

Vreoeedlaga  Ultra  Vina 

Mr.  E.  E.  Hand  took  the  bull  by  the 
horns  when  he'  said  that  aa  the  consti- 
tution of  the  B.C.A.A.U.  said  that  or- 
ganisations over  three  months  delin- 
quent in, payment  of  their  dues  became 
Ineligible  to  a  vote  and  aa  such  dele- 
gates had  been  allowed  to  vote  the 
whole  proceedings  were  out  of  order 
and  ultra  vires.  "They  cannot  put 
something  into  the  constitution  directly 
opposed  to  the  constitution,"  he  de- 
clared. 

At  this  stage  Mr.  Leith  announced 
that  whatever  action  should  be  taken  in 
the  matter  on  no  account  would  he  al- 
low his  name  to  be  considered  aa  a 
candidate  for  the  presidency.    « 

Bob;. Samson  took  a  much  more  gen- 
erous view  than  tha  previous  apeakers 
and  at  the  same  time  put  his  finger  on 
the  weak  spot  on  the  Vancouver  men's 
argument.  Ha  asked  If  he  had  been 
correctly  informed,  that  none  of  the 
Vancouver  delegates  had  objected  or 
registered  a  vote  against  the  delinquent 
delegates  voting.  An  affirmative  reply 
allowed  him  to  slate  the  local  delegates 
for  being  derelict  In  their  duty.  All 
that  waa  required,  he  said,  was  for  the 
president  to  uphold  the  constitution, 
and  this  he  had  not  done.  He  did  not 
want-  to  aea  any  break  occur  between 
Mainland  sportsmen   and   Island  men. 

Dr.  Dhvldson  also  spoke  along  similar 
lines  to  Mr.  Samson.  He  did  not  think 
the  meeting  should  take  any  drastic 
steps  as  it  might  do  more  harm  than 
good.  He  explained  that  ha  had  cast 
Ma  vote  for  Mr.  Leith  after  hearing 
that  It  waa  Vancouver's  turn  to  gst  tha 
presidency  and  had  only  Intended  vot- 
ing for  a  Victoria  man  because  he  un- 
derstood It  waa  the  capital's  turn.  Mr. 
Vert  had  told 'him  that  ha  (Mr.  Vert) 
had  spent  the  extra  time  In  tha  Parlia- 
ment Buildings  and  had  not  been  try- 
ing to  line  up  any  forces  against  Mr. 
Leith. 

Mr.  McAdam.  of  New  Westminster.

Ignestlcs'    Ignorance 


"The  man  who  says  he  doesn't  believe 
in  the  Bible  because  he  won't  accept  as 
true  anything  that,  he  cannot  under- 
stand Is  a  hypocrite,  and  I'll  prove  it  to 
you,"  said  Dr.  Oliver  last  night  to  a 
large  audience  in  the  Tabernacle. 
"I'll  take  the  smallest  thing  in  common 
life,  something  to  compare  with  such 
a  man.  I  suppose  you  have  fleas  In 
Canada.  Catch  one,  weigh'  It,  measure 
It,  and  compare  the  figures  with  your 
own  weight.  Put  that  flea  on  a  nice 
white  sheet,  scare  '  it  and  see  how  It 
jumps.  If  you  were  as  agile  you  could 
hop  over  Mount  Baker.  What  put  the 
springe  In  that  little  pest's  .legs?  You 
don't  know,  yet  you  believe  in  the  flea. 
Not  one  man  In  a  thousand  knows  what 
is  the  chemistry  of  hit  breakfast,  or 
what  puts  the  color  and  flavor  In  the 
water-melon,  and  I  tell  you  that  it 
were  better  for  those  professing 
atheists  to  otudy  something  their  own 
stic,  such  as  the  flea,  than  to  assert 
there  is  no  truth  In  the  Bible  because 
they  cannot  understand  It.  The  man 
who  says  he  doesn't  Intend  to  accept 
anything  he  cannot  understand  is  a 
liar,  ,and  he  cannot  eat  a  meal  without 
proving  it" 

Dr.  Oliver  then  made  an  attack  on 
hypocrites  in  and  out  of  the  churches, 
saying:  "The  rascal  who  Joins  the 
church,  puts  on  the  white  robes  of  a 
loud  profession  of  religion,  and  Is  a 
humbug  through  and  through  Is  with- 
out doubt  due  for  hellflre  and  everlast- 
ing torment,  but  he  Is  not  as  bad  as 
the  one  outside  the  church,  who  hides 
behind  him  and  says  he  won't  Join 
church  life  because  of  hypocracy  among 
the  members.  You  can  prove  it  out  of 
his  own  mouth.  Ask  him  where  is 
heaven,  he  will  point  upwards,  will  he 
not?  Then  he  will  toll  you  that  be- 
tween hhn  and  heaven  stands  the 
churchgolng  hypocrite,  and  he  has  to 
crane  his  head,  and  get  a  stiff  neck, 
looking  upwards  at  the  horrible  ex- 
ample far  above  him. 

"What  Is  a  hypocrite?  He  Is  a  coun- 
terfeiter, and  no  one  counterfeits  shav- 
ings or  things  of  no  worth.  The  very 
fact  that  people  counterfeit  Christianity 
Is  one  of  the  best  arguments  In  favor 
of  the  divinity  of  Christ." 

He  also  discussed  the  question  of 
liberty  of  thought  and  action  in,  the 
true  Christian,  saying:  "it  |s  the  devil 
who  advises  you  to  reject  the  Bible,  it 
is  he  who  says  'there  are  too  many 
thou  shalts  and  thou  shalt  nota  in  the 
teachings  of  Ood.'  You  can  smell  the 
gang  which  talks  personal  liberty  a 
thousand  miles  away.  You  had  some 
of  them  here  in  British  Columbia  dur- 
ing the  paat  year,' when  you  were  fight- 
ing the  devil's  pet  tool,  boose,  and  what 
is  mainly  the  matter  with  the  ungodly 
Is  they  are  trying  to  rule  their  lives 
by  a  law  of  their  own.

ally  conducted  In  slsgant  end  dignified 
terms,  a  full  measure  of  ths  matchless 
Spanish  courtesy  being  displayed,  and 
the  party  attacked  invariably  being 
their  "dear  colleague"  and  their  "illus- 
trious colleague."*  At  the  same  time, 
criticism  Is  often  very  sound  and  is 
rarely  spiteful.  But.  of  late,  a  little 
bitterness  has  crept  Into  tbe  accoalonal 
references,  and  more  than  once  ths  per- 
sonal difficulties  between  rival  editors 
have  been  carried  to  a  very  extreme 
point. 

For  a  period  the  editor  of  one  of  the 
most  prominent  of  tbe  Liberal  dally 
newspapers  was  away,  looking  at  things 
In  France,  and  a  locum  10000*8  reigned 
in  his  steed.  A  rival  submitted  his  own 
Ideas  about  ths  reason  for  the  absence, 
whereupon  the  editor  returned  quickly 
and  there  were  hot  exchanges  of  senti- 
ments end  threats,  but  nothing  more 
But  It  should  be  said  that  at  thl*,dmV 
cult  time,  when  not  only  tbs  censorship 
gives  so  much*  trouble  and  Irritation  be- 
cause of  ths  prevailing  feeling  that  It  Is 
unnecessary,  but  there  are  difficult  lee 
through  the  shortness  of  "paper,  the 
Madrid  preas  retains  a  very  high  stan- 
dard of  efficiency,  tons  and  dignity,  and  ' 
such  Journals  as  La  Epoca.  tbs  leading 
ministerial  organ,  and  El  Dlarlo  Uni- 
versal, the  Liberal  organ  of  the  Count 
de  Romanones,  may  fear  no  comparison 
with  sny  newspapers  In  Europe.  In 
recent  times  there  have  been  many  at- 
tempts at  organisation  both  In  Madrid 
end  the  provinces,  and  Juntas  bt  the 
press  of  various  kinds  ere-  frequently 
holdings  meetings.  Many  fine  projects 
ere  discussed,  and  hopes  are  brilliantly 
expressed,  but,  es  Is  *ne  way  with  so 
many  Spanish  schemes,  they  are  entered 
upon  and  rarely  completed.  The  amen- 
ities, however,  are  always  excellent, 
and  nowhere  la  there  auch.  en  excellent  • 
camaraderie  between  the  members  of 
tbe  staffs  of  the  lending  Journals,  even 
when  the  papers  are  strongly  opposed, 
es  In  Msdrld.  If  there  is  ever  en  op- 
portunity of  paying  a  compliment  to  en 
editor  or  a  writer,  or  of  doing  him 
some  service,  through  the  medium  of 
the  other  newspapers,  hi"  coUeagned 
never  allow  it  to  pass  by.  That  has  been 
noticeable  many  times  lately. 

Great  changes  have  been  coming  over 
the  Msdrld  prose  la  recent  times.  It  Is 
developing  considerably,  and  on  the 
whole  It  le  beginning  to  count,  perhaps 
for  a  little  more  than  Qjsed  to  be  the 
case.  One  difficult  and  doubtful  feature 
of  new  movements,  however,  is  ths  for- 
eign subsidies.  These  are  certainly  net 
so  extensive  ee  they  have  been  alleged 
to  be,  .but  they  ere  vary  cleverly  work- 
ed, and  It  Is  difficult  to  estimate  the

While  the  British  were  struggling 
with  the  enemy  at  Crest  Farm,  the 
troops  on  their  left  wore  meeting  with 
trouble  from  the  enemy  guna  which 
concentrated  their  Are  on  them.  The 
British  artillery  came  to  tha  rescue 
with  such  an  intense  Are  against  the 
German  batteries  that  the  hostile  shel- 
ling decreased  greatly.  In  this  lull  the 
Canadians  rushed  ahead  and  stormed 
their  way  to  Meetcheele.  A  violent 
struggle  occurred  at  cfose  quarters 
among  the  cottages  In  this  village. 
Those  of  the  enemy  who  were  able  re- 
treated toward  Maaselmarkt.  but  at 
1:30  o'clock  the  Bavarians  marched  out 
of  Maaselmarkt  for  a  counter-attack. 
Airman  Oan*  Vsed 

The  Canadians*  at  Crest  Farm,  one 
thousand  yards  south  of  Maaselmarkt, 
wera  tha*  first  to  aes  this  danger  devel- 
oping against  their  comrades.  A  num- 
ber of  captured  enemy  maohlne  guna 
were  brought  Into  play  against  the  ad- 
vancing Bavarians  with  destructive  re- 
sults. At  the  same  tlms  signals  reach- 
ed the  Brltlah  artillery  and  the  enemy 
Was  caught  in  a  swirl  of  gunfire  that 
shattered  the  ranka  badly  and  cauaed 
a  hasty  retreat  Shortly  afterward 
numbers  af  the  enemy  wera  seen  run- 
ning eastward  from  Maaselmarkt,  evi- 
dently having  had  too  strong  a.  taste  of 
the  barrage  fire. 

At  the  left  the  Canadians  and  English 
pushed  rapidly  acroda  the  Paddebeek 
River  and  assaulted  numerous  enemy 
defences  on  the  eastern  baak.  The 
ground  was  in  vary  poor  condition. 
Paddebeek  was  not  in  flood,  but  tho 
whole  country  surrounding  it  was  a 
marsh,  In  which  tho  men  floundered 
miserably.  To  add  to  their  troubles, 
there  were  hundreds  af  groat  shell 
holes  filled  with  water,  Into  which  they 
often  plunged  and  from  which  they 
were  extricated  with  difficulty. 

Such  strongholds' as  Sourd  Farm  and 
Courts  Farm  maintained  a  heavy  ma- 
chine gunfire  against  thsm  from  the 
moment  the  advance  began.  Jfn  spite  of 
those  dtfflcutles  they  pushed  their  lino 
forward  aad  established  contact  with 
the  Canadians  on  their  right

Canadian  Divisions  alone,  apart  from 
all  other  troops,  comprise,  when  up  to 
their  establishment,  about  71,000  men. 
Including  pioneers,  there  are  14  bat- 
talions of  Infantry,  or  some  61,000  msn. 
There  are  more  than  10,000  artillery, 
from  8,000  to  4,000  engineers,  some 
8,000  medcal  troops,  perhaps  8,000  Army 
Service  Corps  and  other  troops,  making 
about  20,000  troops  of  other  arms  than 
the  infantry.  The  cavalry  brigade  has 
an  establishment  of  sums  8,000.  So 
that  of  the  troops  which  we  ordinarily 
think  of  In  connection  with  our  army, 
the  four  divisions  and  the  cavalry  force 
mean  something  a  little  short  of  10,000 
troops.  ' 

But  this  la  only  one  item  in  the  total. 
Sir  Arthur  Currie  has  at  his  disposal  a 
mass  of  corps  troops  and  also  a  great 
number  of  troops  used  on  and  -for  the 
lines  of  communication.  The  fighting 
oorpa  troops  amount  to  some  11,000 
mora 

Of  these  troops  are  the  artillery, 
some  5,000  or  1,000  strong,  sisge. artil- 
lery, aircraft  artillery,  trench  mortars, 
corps  field  artillery,  troop*  for  main- 
taining the  supply  4*f  ammunition,  etc. 
There  are  over  20,000  engineers,  tun- 
nelers,  telegraphers,  telephone  oper- 
ators, etc.  Machine  gunners  and  cy- 
clists number  over  1,000  men.  All  told. 
Sir  Arthur  Currle's  strictly  fighting 
troops  have  establishments  of  asms 
90,000  men.  As  for  tho  lines  of  com- 
munication, they  absorb  not  far  short 
of  forty  thousand  more.  Army  aervico 
corps  and  hospital  aervice  account  for 
more  than  1,000.  The  forestry  service, 
railroad  troops  and  labor  corps  In 
France  number  more  than  28,000,  and 
It  should  be  added  that  these  forma- 
tions render  extremely  valuable  ser- 
vice. Tho  railway  troops,  for  example, 
have  revolutionised  conditions  of  sup- 
ply and  transport,  and  have  been  tho 
means  of  great  saving  of  Ufa  la  tho 
rearward  services,  and  by  bringing  up 
huge  quantities  of  munitions  have  en- 
abled the  British  army  to  repeat  Its 
attack*  at  ever-increasing  Intervals. 
Total  af  1*3,000 

Thua  the  Canadian  troops  now  In 
Franca,  If  up  to  establishment,  moaa  a 
force  of  the  following  numbers:

This  Is  not  a  statement  of  actual 
numbers  In  ths  field. 

Regiments  may  not  bo  up  to  their 
establishments,  and  In  addition  there 
may  bo  la  France  at  soma  given  mo- 
ment a  considerable  number  of  recruits 
who  have  been  brought  over  from  Eng- 
land aad  are  either  being  given  their 
final  training  or  are  waiting  to  bo 
moved  op  to  ths  corps  for  which  they 
are  destined. 

These  several  sorts  of  troops  are  ex- 
posed to  varying  degree*  of  danger, 
still  of  all  arms  tho  Infantry*  stand 
moot  in  need  of  reinforcements.  As 
over.  It  remains  tho  queen  of  battles, 
and  pays  for  Its  honor  with  Its  Mood. 
In  some  respects  It  Is  less  attractive 
than  the  other  services — the  actual  la- 
bor Involved  in  marching,  for  example,

Hon.  Justice  Martin  Gives 
Judgment  in  Case  of  Em- 
press of  Japan-Belridge 
Collision  Case. 


COSTS  TO  BE  DIVIDED

Believes  Belridge  Should  Have 
Reduced  Speed  Sooner— 
Empress  Was  Violating 
"Moderate  Speed"  Rule.

That  the  Belridge  and  the  Empress  of 
/apan  were  equally  responsible  for  the 
collision  which  took  place  on  January 
SI  last,  was  the  conclusion  reached  by 
Hob.  Justice  Martin,  who  yesterday 
afternoon  released  his  Judgment  in  the 
ease.  Both  ships  bavins;  been  found  to 
blame,  each  will  bear  Us  own  costs  In 
accordance  with  the  rule  laid  down  In 
the  Bravo  case,  according  :  to  the 
finding. 

The  Judgment  follows: 

On  the  »lst  of  January,  1417,  about 
half-past  four  (Victoria  time)  in  the 
afternoon,  the  British  twin  screw 
steamehlp  Empress  of  Japan  ( W.  fMxon 
Hopcroft,  Master),  length  4*6  feet; 
gross  tonnage  6440,  collided  with  the 
Norwegian  steamship  Belridge  (Nels 
Olsen,  Master),  length  440  feet,  gross 
tonnage  7020,  In  the  Strait  of  San  Juan 
da  Fuca,  between  Trial  and  Discovery 
Islands,  the  Empress  of  Japan  being 
Inward  bound  for  Vancouver  pursuing 
a  course  from  Trial  Island  to  round 
Discovery  Island,  and  the  Belridge,  out- 
ward  bound,  pursuing  a  course  from 
Discovery  Inland  to  round  Trial  Island, 
which    are   about    three    miles    and    six 

cables  apart.  

la  Heavy  Snowstorm 

The  tide  was  at  alack  and  the  state 
of  the  -weather,  according  to  the  pre- 
liminary act  filed  by  the  Belridge  was 
"Heavy  snowstorm,  very  thick,"  with  a 
varying  northwesterly  wind  about  20- 
16  miles,  and  according  to  the  Japan, 
a  "Snow .  squall."  with  a  "Northerly 
moderate  wind."  The  latter  vessel  ad- 
mits she  was  going  at  a  speed  of  twelve 
knots  and  her  best  speed,  her  pilot 
says,  was  16%,  while  the  former  alleges, 
erroneously,  I  find,  that  her  speed  was 
only  about  S  or  4  knots.  The  Japan 
alleges  she  first  saw  the  Belridge 
"about  half  a  mile  distant  ahead,"  and 
the.  Belrldgre  first  saw  the  Japan.  "2  to 
3  ships  lengths  about  1  point  on  the 
port  bow."  The  ships  came  together 
about  amidships  on  their  port  sides 
and  both  sustained  damage. 

"For  some  time  before  as  well  «s  at 
the  time  of  collision  both  vessels  had 
been  sounding  fog  signals,  as  had  also 
the  lighthouses  at  Trial  and  Discovery 
Islands. 

"So  far  as  the  Japan  as  concerned  the 
case  Is  very  simple.  She  was,  on  her 
own  showing,  clearly  violating  Art  IT. 
by  not  going-  at  a  "moderate  speed"  in 
the  snowstorm  (which  speed  was  main- 
tained till  the  Belridge  came  in  eight) 
within  the  principles  fully  considered 
by  me  in  The  Tartar  v.  The  Charmer 
(1907)  Mayers  Adm.  Law.  636;  and 
Fallen  v.  The  Iroquois  (1913)  IS  B.  C. 
76,  to  which  I  refer,  and  also  to  The 
Counsellor  (ISIS)  P.  70.  In  the  second 
case  the  contention  that  a  ship  Is  en- 
titled to  run  through  fog  or  snow  at  a 
speed  which  Is  safe  for  herself  but  Im- 
moderate and  dangerous  for  others  is 
dispose!  of. 

Then  as  to  the  Belridge.  She,  after 
passing  Discovery   Island,  continued,  to

navigated  with  caution  when  she  heard 
the  signal  of  another  vessel  apparently 
forward  of  her  beam,  whose  position 
was  not  ascertained.  No  satisfactory 
reason  was  given  for  her  failure  to 
comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
Article,  and  at  the  very  least  I  cannot 
understand  why  she  did  not  reduce  her 
speed  to  alow  earlier  than  she  did— 
especially  In  that  frequented  locality. 
Mer  eass,  therefore,  is  also  covered  by 
the  two  authorities  already  cited. 
"An  Unaccountable  Thing" 

"I  have  only  to  add  that  it  seems  an 
unaccountable  thing  that  none  of  tho 
witnesses  for  the  Japan  will  admit  that 
he  heard  any  fog  signal  from  the  Bel- 
ridge, though  the  independent  witness, 
H.  J.  Austin,  who  was  waiting  for  her 
in  his  launch  off  Brotchie  Ledge  and 
saw  the  Japan  pass  him.  says,  and  I 
believe  him,  that  he  heard  her  signals 
for  some  considerable  time,  nearly  an 
hour,  approaching  from  about  Ten  Mile 
Point,  passing  Discovery  and  Trial  Isl- 
ands on  her  coarse  past  the  Lodge, 
about  three  miles  from  Trial  Island. 

"It  remains,  then,  to  consider  the  ap- 
plication of  the  Maritime  Conventions 
Act,  1914,  Cap.  IS,  iv-v  Geo.  v,  Sec.  2, 
which  came  Into  force  on  July  1  of 
that  year— Can.  Ouzettc,  June  i, _  1914. 
The  relevant  portions  of  the  section 
follow : 

"•Where,  by  the  default  of  two  or 
more  vessels,  damage  or  loss  is  caused

"  '(a)  If,  having  regard  to  all  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  establish  different  degrees  of 
fault,  the  liability  shall  be  apportioned 
equally;  and 

"'(b)    Nothing    in    this    section    shall 

operate  so  as  to  render  any  vessel  liable 

for  any   loss   or   damage   to  which   her 

fault   has   not  contributed;   and    .     .     .' 

Cites  Former  Cases 

"This  is  the  first  time,  I  may  say, 
that  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  con- 
sider the  effect  of  this  section,  bat  It 
has  been  considered  several  times  in 
England,  beginning  with  the  Rosalia 
(1913),  IS  Asp.  166;  (1912)  P.'  109; 
where  the  degree  of  liability  was  appor- 
tioned at  60  and  40  per  cent;  The 
Bravo'  (1912),  12  Asp.  Sll;  29  T.L.R. 
122,  at  four-fifths  and  one-fifth;  The 
Counsellor  (1913),  P.  70,  at  two-thirds 
and  one-third;  •  The  Cairnbahn  (1913), 
12  Asp.  466  .equally  apportioned;  The 
Llanelly,  aad  The  Umona  (1914),  pp.  40, 
141,  at  three-fourths  and  one-fourth; 
The  Ancona  (1916),  200,  at  two-thirds 
and  one-third;  The  Kaiser  Wllhelm  II 
(1915),  31  EX.  616,  equally  apportioned; 
and  Tbe  Peter  Benolt  (1916),  IS  Asp.

Both  vessels 
were  to  blame;  and.  In  my  view,"  the 
evidence  leaves  it  very  uncertain  which 
was  most  to  blame. 

"There  will  be  a  reference  to  the 
Registrar,  with  merchants,  If  necessary, 
to  assess  the  damage.  As  both  ships 
are  to  blame,  each  will  bear  her  own 
costs,  in  accordance  with  the  rule  laid 
down  In  the  Bravo  Case.

Order  Placed  by  Japanese  Firm 
With  Yokohama  Dock  Com- 
pany Said  to  Break  All  Re- 
cords— Expansion  Planned. 


In  order  to  meet  the  requirements  ot 
several  expansion  programmes,  which 
will  Include  the  Inauguration  of  at 
least  three  new  overseas  services,  the 
Nippon  Tusen  Kaisha  has  signed  con- 
tracts with  the  Yokohama  Dock  Com- 
pany for  the  yearly  construction  of  two 
ships,  each  of  6,000  tons  gross,  for  ten 
consecutive  years,  according  to  word 
received  In  Victoria  from  the  Orient 
The  cost  will  amount  to  approximately 
142,000,000. 

Biggest   single   Order 

This  is  probably  the  biggest  single 
shipbuilding  order  ever  placed  in  Ja- 
pan, and  illustrates  the  tremendous 
growth  of  shipping  In  the  Far  East 
especially  as  it  concerns  the  great  Nip- 
pen  Yusen  concern.  It  is  almost  a  de- 
cided fact  that  the  N..T.  K..  which  Is 
now  capitalized  at  $22,000,000,  will  in- 
crease its  capital  to  $00,000,00)  Al- 
though there  Is  a  group  of  sharehold- 
ers advocating  an  Increase  to  $126,000,- 
009,  this  plan  Is  not  upheld  by  the 
board  of  directors,  which  Is  mindful  of 
post-bellum   conditions. 

Mew  Uaos  Contemplated 
Since  the.  war  many  of  the  Allied 
merchantmen  In  tho  Far  East  have 
been  requisitioned  by  their  govern- 
ments. Of  this  number  several  have 
been  torpedoed  or  disabled.  Many  Or- 
iental lines,  which  have  operated  under 
the  flags  of  Great  Britain,  Prance  and 
other  countries  are  now  practically  at 
a  standstill.  With  all  these  nations 
considerably  handicapped  In  their  As- 
iatic trade  because  of  the  extraordin- 
ary shortage  of  bottoms,  the  Nippon 
Yusen  Kaisha  is  now  working  to  estab- 
lish several  new  overseas  lines,  besides 
strongly  reinforcing  thoae  already  es- 
tablished, both  foreign  and  domestic, 
by  adding  many  more  ships. 
Xdmk  T/p  Australia, 
Among  the  new  lines  contemplated 
by  the  N.  Y.  K.  will  be  one  taking  In 
Vancouver  as  well  as  Victoria  and 
Seattle,  connecting  up  with  Oriental 
ports  as  far  south  as  Hongkong.  Prior 
to  the  war  the  Arm  operated  this  lino 
for  some  time,  but  owing  to  the  poor 
demand  for  cargo  space  in  consequence 
of  the  general  depressed  trade  condi- 
tions the  service  was  suspended.  With 
Australia  as  Its  centre  a  now  line  will 
be  started  to  *  Seattle  and  Tacotna, 
touching  at  the  principal  points  in  the 
Far  East.  One  of  the  most  Important 
lines  will  be  opened  between  Bombay 
and  Liverpool  by  way  of  Sooth  Africa 
This  line  will  have  to  meet  strong 
competition  from  British  lines  after 
the  war. 

Besides  the  twenty  ships  which  have 
been  ordered  from  the  Yokohama  Dock 
Company,  the  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha  Is 
also  building  a  number  of  others  at 
the  Mltsu  Bishl  Engine  A  Iron  Works, 
In  Nagasaki  and  Kobe,  the  Kawasaki 
Dock  Company  and  other  shipbuilding 
yards  In  the  Orient

Schley 
and  Dewey  are  all  of  one  type,  being 
sister  ships,  with  a  tonnage  of  2,104, 
length  2»1  feet,  beam  36.10  feet 
Weekly  Service 

The  new  schedule  for  the  Pacific 
Steamship  Company,  as  given  out  by 
Mr.  A.  F.  Haines,  manager  of  the  com- 
pany, In  Seattle,  makes  provision  for 
a  weekly  service  from  Victoria  to 
southern  points,  the  departures  being  on 
Thursday  and  the  arrivals  on   Monday. 

Tho  President  will  make  her  last  call 
here  on  Friday,  November  23.  The 
Governor  will  sail  from  this  port 
November  9  at  5  p.m.*  The  Admiral 
Schley  makes  her  first  call  at  Victoria 
on  Thursday,  November  IS,  and  she  will 
be  back  again  on  the  29th,  to  bo  fol- 
lowed by  the  Queen  on  Thursday, 
December  6.

BUY  SCHOONERS 


Esquimau  and  Mabie  Brown, 
Product  of  B.  C.  Shipyards, 
to  Fly  Tricolor— Are  Fully 
Equipped. 


Within  a  few  days  the  French  trts 
color  will  be  floating  from  the  moot* 
head  of  the  wooden  auxiliary  schooners 
Esquimau  and  Mable  Brown.  Announce- 
ment was  made  yesterday  that  ths  two 
vessels,  ths  product  of  Victoria  nasi 
Vancouver  shipyards  respectively,  had 
been  purchased  by  French  Interest*  1 
from  the  Canada  Wast  Coast  Navigation 
Company,  for  which  concern  they  were 
built  the  Ksqulmelt  by  the  Cameron- 
Genoa  Shipbuilders,  Limited  and  ths 
Mable  Brown  by  the  Wallace  Shipyards. 

The  deal  has  oeen  pending  for. several 
days,  but  was  not  actually  put  through 
until  yesterday.  The  price  paid  for  the 
vessels  Is  not  stated. 

The  third  vessel  to  he  laid  down  at 
the  local  yards  of  the  Cameron- Genoa 
Company,  the  Ksqutmalt  haa  Just  com- 
pleted her  maiden  voyage  to  Australia 
with  a  cargo  of  lumber.  The  Mable, 
Brown  was  ths  first  of  the  fleet  of 
twelve  vessels  of  this  type  launched  In  ' 
the  Province  to  the  order  of  the  Canada 
West  Coast  Navigation  Company.  The 
vessels  were  designed  and  built  for  car- 
rying lumber,  but  can  be  utilized  for 
transportation  of  general  cargo.  They 
are  860  feet  In  length  and  have  a  lumber 
carrying  capacity  of  1.600,000  feet.  They 
are  equipped  with  auxiliary  power,  cap- 
able of  sending  them  along  at  six  knots 
an  hour  without  the  use  of  sa'ls.  The 
engines  are  of  the  semi-Diesel  tjpe. 
Two  are  Installed  in  each  vessel,  oach, 
one  capable,  of  developing  160  horse* 
power.  Thirty-thousand  gallons  Is  the 
capacity  of"  the  fuel  oil  tanks.

This  fun'd  has  boon  raised 
for  the  relief  of  depondenta  of  the 
thirty-four  men  who  lost  their  Uvea  in 
an  explosion  that  occurred  last  April  in 
one  of  the  Coal  Creek  mines  of  the 
Crows  Nest  Pass  Coal  Co..  and  of  other 
sufferers  from  that  disaster. 

The  Nelson  Daily  News  states  that 
formal  notice  ,that  lead  and  sine  ores 
may  be  exported  to  the  United  states 
under  licence  ha*  been  received  by  Mr. 
George  Johnstone,  collector  of  customs 
at  Nelson,  from  Mr.  John  McDonald, 
Commissioner,  Ottawa.  A  general  war 
embargo  on  many  kinds  of  material 
has  been  In  effect  for  more  than  a  year, 
with  the  provision  that  licences  could

From  Invermere:  It  Is  reported  on 
good  authority  that  Mr.  R.  Randolph 
Bruce,  of  this  place,  hag  arranged  for 
the  aoo.uirement  of  the  Paradise  Mine 
from  the  executors  of  the  late  Herbert 
Carlyle  Hammond,  of  Toronto.  It  la  of 
Interest  to  know  In  this  connection  that 
Mr.  Bruce  has  been  the  manager  and 
local  controller  of  this  well-known  mine 
since  operations  were  first  started  upon 
it  eighteen  years  ago.  .Today,  outside 
the  Sullivan  group.  It  is  the  largest 
shipper  In  Beat  Kootenay.  Mr.  Robt. 
MscDonald.  a  well-known  West  Koo- 
tenay mining  man,  is  in  charge  as 
superintendent  and  Mr.  H.  Perry  Leake 
la  asaayer  aad  mining  engineer.  The 
Paradise  Mine  Is  altuated  In  the  Sel- 
kirk* to  the  west  of  invermere  in  the 
Paradise  basin  at  the  foot  of  Mount 
Nelson.  Its  ore  is  lead  carbonate, 
whioh  has  nuggets  of  galena  scattered 
through  it.  The  easy  method  ef  secur- 
ing the  ore  by  merely  a  simple  process 
oY  shovelling  It  out  as  one  might  sa 
much  sand,  makea  it  a  paying  pro- 
position. Under  the  new  management 
the  development  of  the  property  will  be 
greatly  puehed.  A  new  bunk  house 
capable  of  accommodating  the  forty  odd 
employees  who  are  already  on  the  pro- 
perty, has  Just  been  completed.  This 
building  Is  thoroughly  up  to  date,  being 
equipped  with  hot  and  cold  water,  hav- 
ing a  pool  table  and  huge  lounging  room 
with  oaay  chairs. 

Crows  Meat  Miners  again  am  Strike 

On  October  It  The  Fernle  Free  Press 
published  the  following  comment  on  the 
strike  of  coal  miners  that  took  place  on 
Oct  84: 

As  far  as  wa  have  been  able  to  learn, 
the  following  Is  the  history  of  the 
Tabor  trouble  which  has  tied  up  the 
mines  at  Coal  Creek  and  which,  if  per. 
mitted  ta  continue,  will  again  put  the 
smelters  of  the  interior  ont  of  business: 

On  October  1  the  following  notice  was 
poet  eel  on  the  Bulletin  Boards  In  Fernle, 
signed  by  H.  Martin,  Secretary,  Glad- 
stone Local: 

"Whereas  there  ara  several  men  who 
refuse  to  loin  our  organisation,  and 
knowing  these  men  ara  detrimental  to 
our  welfare,  we  give  these  men  fonr- 
teen  days  to  become  members  of  Glad- 
stone Local.  If  they  have  not  Joined 
up  on  Saturday,  the  18th  of  October,  we 
shall  refuse  to  work  with  them  after 
that  date  and  the  Secretary  Is  In- 
structed to  publicly  post  their  names. 
Therefore,  we  Inotruet  the  Secretary1  to 
give  warning  immediately." 

On  October  16  Mr.  Martin  verbally 
notified  the  Colliery  Manager  at  Coal 
Creek: 

"If  this  company  continues  to  work 
non-union  men  wa  and  ear  organisation 
refuse  to  work  with  the  said  non-union 
men  or  with  this  company.  The  haul* 
age  hands  ara  going  ta  gait.  Ten  days 
ultimatum."

BALTIMORE  FIRE 
WAS  INCENDIARY 


Four  Sailors  Are  Missing  and 
Property  Loss  Is  Estimated 
at  More  Than  Five  Million 
Dollars, 


BALTIMORE,  Md..  Oct.  31.— The  dis- 
astrous Are  which  destroyed  two  of  the 
finest  Baltimore  eV  Ohio  terminal  piers 
at  Locust  Point  spread  to  a  ship  which 
had  just  docked  and  caused  it  to  burn 
and  sink  with  the  probable  loss  of  four 
of  Its  crew,  waa  got  under  control  about 
S  o'clock  this  morning.  Ten  stevedores 
who  had  been  at  work  on  the  ship  and 
were  thought  to  have  gone  down  were 
all  accounted  for  today. 

J.  M,  Davis,  vice-president  of  the  B. 
A  O.  Railroad,  said  It  was  the  opinion 
of  the  railroad  officials  that  the  fire 
was  of  incendiary  origin,  as  credible 
witnesses  state  that  they  saw  flames 
leaping  from  Piers  8  and  S  at  Ave  points 
simultaneously. 

The  total  loss  will  be  mora  than  16,- 
000,000.  Of  this,  which  Is  said  to  bo  a 
conservative  estimate,  the  piers  repre- 
senting a  value  of  61.800,000,  the  goods 
stored  on  them  88.000,000,  and  the 
steamer  and  cargo  $600,000. 

Tha  steamer,  which  docked  yesterday 
afternoon,  had  on  board  eighty  anti- 
submarine shells,  from  a  British  port. 
These  exploded  with  a  loud  report  when 
the  ship  took  Are,  and  It  was  not  long 
after  the  ship  had  been  towed  Into  mid- 
stream that  she  sank 

Pier  10,  loaded  with  wheat  for  ex* 
port,  was  In  danger  of  being  burned  to- 
day. The  B.  &  O.  officials  felt  confident 
of  saving  the  pier. 

Chief  of  Police  Leigh,  of  the  B.  &  O.. 
began  an  Investigation  of  the  report  of 
the  pier  watchman  that  he  saw  Ave  or 
six  men  Jump  from  Pier  8  Just  'aa  the 
Aames  broke  aut.  Tha  piers  have  bean 
under  armed  guard  for  a  number  of 
months.

ONE  MILLION  TONS  OF 
SHIPPING  BY  MARCH  1 


WASHINGTON,  Oct.  tl.— American 
shipyards  will  complete  1,000.000  tons 
of  ships  by  March  1,  Chairman  Hurley, 
of  the  Shipping  Board,  told  a  conference 
of  Atlantic  coast  shipbuilders  and  Gov- 
ernment officials  called  to  discuss  the 
speeding  up'  of  the  shipbuilding  pro- 
gramme. 


REGINA,  Oct  31.— The  conciliation 
board  appointed  by  the  Government  to 
solve  the  differences  between  the  C.  P. 
R.  and  Its  maintenance  of  way  men 
failed  in  Its  purpose,  the  board  having 
concluded  ita  sessions,  without  coming 
to  any  agreement  among  Its  members. 
The  board  daelded  on  Monday  to  sub- 
mit two  reports  to  the  Minister  of 
Labor.  A  majority  report  la  to  be 
signed  by  the  chairman,  E.  L.  Taylor, 
and  Mr.  Georgeson,  of  Calgary,  repre- 
senting tho  C.P.R.  |  The  representative 
of  the  men,  D.  Campbell,  will  submit 
a  minority  report.  The  board  terminat- 
ed Ita  session  on  Monday. 


SEATTLE,  Oct.  31.— Washington  coal 
operators  and  miners  here  today  agreed 
upon  an  increased  wage  scale  to  apply; 
in  Washington  mines  aa  soon  aa  It  la 
approved  by  the  Federal  fuel  admlnls* 
trator. 

The  agreement  will  run  during  tha 
period  of  tha  war,  or  until  September  1, 
1920. 

Coal  operatora  who  have  bean  attests* 
ing  conferences  here  between  tha  em- 
ployers and  employees  Instated  that  thg 
Increased  wages  granted  by  the  agree- 
ment will  increase  the'  price  of  coal 
nearly  70c  per  ton.  The  agreement 
grants  a  flat  raise  of  11.40  a  day  to  day 
laborers,  81  00  a  day  to  boys,  1 J  54  cents 
per  ton  to  contract  miners,  and  provide* 
a  lining  system  for  men  for  laying 'off 
without  permission  from  the  pit  bass  of 
foreman.

Is  Britain's  Backbone 


Character  Building  Should  Be  First  Aim  of  Educa- 
tional Institutions,  Says  Dr.  Gordon— Dis- 
tinguished Explorer  Tells  of  Experi- 
ences in  Uncivilized  Lands

A  tribute  to  the  English  public  school 
system  from  so  distinguished  a  scholar 
aa  Dr.  George  Byron  Gordon,  Sc.D., 
F.R.G.8.,  should  turn  the  attention  of 
educationists  In  this  country  to  a  study 
Of  the  old  aad  well-tested  method  of  the 
Motherland.  ' 

Dr.  Gordon  yesterday  communicated 
.something  of  his  views  to  a  Colonlat  re- 
porter. Tbe  subject  eame  up  In  con- 
nection with  the  discussion  of  Britain's 
instinct  for  colonisation  and  her  mark- 
ed ability  for  administration,  of  those 
numerous  dependencies  which  come 
within  her  Jurisdiction.  Aa  an  archae- 
ologist of  distinction  he  baa  visited 
nearly  all  these. c3un trios  as  well  as 
many  of  those  leas  blessed  which  do 
not  come  under  British  protection.  Com- 
parisons  and  deductions    were    natural. 

"I  have  not  yet  accounted  to  my  ab- 
solute satisfaction  for  the  Instinct 
which  Britain  shows  for  colonisation, 
for  her  wonderful  gift  *of  administra- 
tion. It  is  a  gift  certainly  not  possess- 
ed by  other  nations  in  (he  same  de- 
gree. But  I  have  often  thought,  after 
what  I  have  seen,  that  tbe  English  pub- 
lic school  has  a  good  deal  to  do  with  it. 
Jt  is  not  all.  But  it  does  explain  cer- 
tain conditions  In  the  colonies  (I  do 
not  refer  to  the  big  overseas  Domin- 
ions here)  which  do  not  seem  to  bs 
traceable  to  any  other  explicit  cause." 
Character  Building 

Dr.  Gordon  explained.  The  colonies 
and  dependencies  and  protectorates  were 
governed  by  civil  service  men  sent  out 
from  London.  Practically  without  ex- 
ception these  men  had  had^thelr  train- 
ing In  the  English  public  schools. 

"And  these  schools  train  in  character. 
Character  Is  the  thing  above  all  others 
that  la  needed  when  it  comes  to  dealing 
with  a  million  black-  Africans,"  he 
averred  "England  has  the  best  public  ser- 
vice there  In,  and  that  public  service  is 
trained  very  largely  in  the  public 
schools.  .  .  .  Schools  nearly  every- 
where else  in"  the  world  seem  to  think 
that  the  things  to  be  taught  should  be 
practical  things,  technical  education  and 
efficiency  along  these  lines.  But  the 
British  public  school  goes  On  in  the 
same  old  way — building  up  character. 
It  is  the  only  school  In  the  world  where 
character  Is  built  up  In  preference  to 
everything  else. 

"So  when  England  finds  herself  with 
new  colonies  on  her  hands  for  which 
she  Is  responsible  she  has  these  won- 
derful chaps  of  strong  character  to  call 
upon  and  send  out  to  take  over;  her  re- 
sponsibilities for  her." 

"What  is  tha  trouble  In  our  Over- 
seas Dominions?"  Th*  question  jr*a 
asked  In  view  of  the  oft-repeated 
charges  of  graft. 

"For  one  thing."  (replied  Dr.  Gordon, 
"I  think  our  whole  educational  system 
requires  to  be  remodelled  on  the  basis 
of  reremphasirdng  In  she  coming  man- 
hood and  womanhood  a  sense  of  moral 
responsibility.  The  lack  of  that  sense 
of  responsibility  has  been  a  sad  lack 
In  our  public  Ufa.  Of  course  there  Is 
the  excuee  that  we  are  a  young  coun- 
try, that  it  takes  ages  to  build  up  a 
system  of  education.  But  at  the  same 
time  the  excuse  is  not  entirely  suffi- 
cient, we  have  before  us  the  example 
of  -the  English  public  school.  We  should 
stick  to  it." 

Among    Savages 

"The  effect  of  the  English  administra- 
tion in  those  colonies  peopled  by  so- 
called  savages  Us  qnlte  marked,"  he 
continued  in  answer  to  another  question. 
"It  is  noticeable  among  such  peoples 
that  they  nave  a  grest  rbspect  for  au- 
thority, a  great  reopen  for  the  white 
man,  and  a  fast-growing  appreciation  of 
the  advantages  of  living  under  a  eys* 
tem  demanding  law  and  order.  The 
savage  becomes  industrious  because  un- 
der the  British  administration  he  re- 
alises In  time  that  he  cannot  any  long- 
er carry  on  the  slave  trade,  he  cannot 
live  by  stealing  from  the  neighboring 
tribes  their  women  and  cattle.  It  Is 
discouraged  in  London.  And  the  man 
who  Is  there  to  tell  them  these  things 
sees  that  they  are  carried  out.  Fur- 
ther than  that  he  tells  them  what  they 
can  do  In  trie  way  of  cultivating  and 
making  their  land  productive;  he 
points  out  bow  much  better  It  Is  for 
them  to  raise  cattle  of  their  own  than 
to  carry  off  those  of  the  other  tribes. 
He  also  shows  them  that  they  will  bo 
safe  from  sggresslon  on  the  part  of 
their  neighbors,  and  in  this  way  gives 
them  new  courage  and  an  Incentive  to 
do  things  under  the  assurance  that 
their  own   property   will   be  protected." 

Dr.  Gordon  indicated  that  In  British 
East  Africa,  /for  Instance,  no  Britisher 
could  gat  even  as  much  as  an  acre  of 
land,  so  carefully  was  the  territory 
guarded  by  Britain  for  the  use  of  the 
natives  alone.

"And  what  does  England  gat  from 
all  thla  philanthropy  T'  he  waa  asked. 

"Aa  an  offset  she  gets  the  reputation 
of  grabbing  everything  she  oan  got  her 
hands  on,"  answered  Or.  Gordon,  smil- 
ing. He  did  not  wish  to  Imply  that  he 
thought  Britain  waa  entirely  disinter- 
ested. Sherwas  Interested  la  the  secur- 
ing of  further  possessions  only  to  the 
point  of  keeping  any  less  beholden  na- 
tlon-^Germanjr  for  Instance — from  tak- 
ing those  weaker  possessions  and  ex- 
ploiting the  natives,  probably  to  the 
detriment  of  all  surrounding  territories 
as  well.  Certainly  Great  Britain  did 
get  some  material  advantage*  She  got 
strength.  She  occaalonally  got  treaty 
porta,  coal  porta,  and  other  not  entirely 
negligible  advantages. 

"Where  Britain  colonises  she  given 
the  people  a  square  deal.  She  aooa  that 
they' get  a  square  deal.  It  la  in  etrlk- 
ing  contrast  to  the  German  methods. 
Wherever  German/  has  colonised  ahe 
has  brutaTlxed  and  exploited  the  natives. 
...  I  should  aay  that  Britain  baa 
gone  to  tbeae  people  and  taken  tham 
over  because  it  Is  her  destiny  to  do  it." 
concluded  Dr.  Gordon  with  a  somewhat 
fatalistic  phraae. 

Bxploratloa    Work 

The  distinguished  archaeologist  was 
Induced  to  apeak  of  hlg  own  particular 
work  only  after  he  had  given  vent  to 
bis  views  on  this  more  urgent  matter 
of  imperialism  and  Ita  meaning  to  the 
far-scattered   parts   of   Empire. 

The  archaeological  work' of  which  he 
Is  bead  as  director  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  he  defined  as  being  di- 
visible Into  two  principal  fields:  Ex- 
ploration of  ancient  olttea,  exploration 
of  unknown  parts  peopled  by  primitive 
tribes  with  customs  different  to  those 
of  our  own  country. 

"My  reason  in  the  drat  place  for  go- 
ing among  primitive  peoples  was  to  get 
at  their  institutions,  their  unspoiled  tra- 
ditions; to  rind  how  successful  they  had 
been  in  working  out  their  own  systems 
of  government;  to  study  their  religion 
and  customs  and  art;  nnd  to  make  col- 
lections to  illustrate  the  last-men- 
tioned." 

More  explicitly  the  explorer  referred 
to  some  of  the  explorations  at  present 
out  on  service  for  the  institution. 

"An  expedition  has  Just  returned 
from  South  America  after  an  absence 
of  three  years,  it  Is  the  third  to  the 
eame  place.  A  good  many  went  out 
with  this  expedition,  but  only  three 
members  actually  went  through  with  It. 
Of  course  natives  Joined  the  expedition 
in  South  America."      . 

He  numbered  the  discoveries  in  con- 
nection with  thla  expedition  ae  among 
the  moat  Interesting  of  the  last  few 
yeara.  Ten  or  twelve  tribes  had  been 
discovered  in  Northern  Brazil  and  In 
the  Southern  Guiana  region  who  had 
never  before  seen  white  men.  At  least 
•Ight  of  the  tribes  had  never  aeon  the 
white  man  before,  and  in  the  other  four 
tribes  only  a  few  of  the  natives  had 
had  the  experience. 

"One   of   tbe   tribes    was   very    pictur-

The  excavations  In  Egypt  were  be- 
gun in  1905.  Dr.  Gordon's  two  first 
assistants  were  Oxford  men. 

A  very  Interesting  sidelight  on  the 
system  of  securing  permission  to  carry 
on  work  of  the  kind  was  given 

"The  antiquities  of  Egypt  are  under 
charge  of  a  Joint  commission  of  Britain 
and  franco,  a  time  came  when  the 
Germans  became  Interested  In  Vexcava- 
tlon  work.  They  were  admitted.  They 
did  good  work.  Then  they  began  -to 
ask  that  the  Germans  should  also  be 
allowed  representation  on  the  commis- 
sion. Consent  waa  given  to  this  too. 
A  German  was  sent  out  to  Cairo  to 
belong  to  this  commission.  He  was 
there  up  to  tbe  time  that  the 
war  broke  out,  but  It  was  found  that  he 
waa  using  his  Influence  to  forward  the 
Interests  of  the  Germans— Just  a  Ger- 
man agent  aavd  spy." 

warns-SB   Trlek 

"This  is  one  of  the  things  that  I 
have  aeon  with  the  Germans  everywhere 
that  I  have  beos,"  added  Dr.  Gordon. 

"At  the  present  time  there  la  bo  dif- 
ficulty in  getting  permission  for  any 
reputable  Institution  to  get  Into  Egypt 
to  carry  oa  excavations."         , 

Tha  method  of  application  waa  de- 
scribed.  The  would-be  excavator  «Pn( 
out  and  decided  where  he  wanted  to 
dig.  He  came  back  and  told  the  cewi- 
mlaeton  In  Cairo.  If  representing  any 
Institution  that  had  properly  qualified 
ta  do  such  work  the  commisaiio*  aiinld 
grant  the  agmlleatton.  shrnvMad,  of 
oourse,  that  the  desired  alte  had  net 
already  aooa  apprhad  tar  by  swmaalae 
4rtne  and  If  tho  Oovenssaent  itself  did

half  of  the  things  found.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  they  never  do  at  «ha  present 
time,  their  archives  being  already  vary 
well  filled  with  representative  an- 
tiquities which  they  do  not  want  to  go 
on  duplicating.  So  the  Inspector,  after 
making  his  selection,  resigns  the  rest  - 
to  the  excavating  party. 

"This    is    the   way   In    Egypt."    aald 
Dr.   Gordon.     Mo  then  turned  for  con- 
trast    to     Turkey     and     Mesopotamia, 
which  are  not  tho  excavator's  paradlae  ' 
that  the  ancient  Land  of  tbe  Pharaohs 
la   owing   to  the  difference  of   Oovern-  . 
menta.     Actually    tho    Turkish    Govern- 
ment   taken    a    very    dog-in-the-manger  . 
attitude;    roaentful    of   tho   Interest   of 
outsiders  in  the  ruins,  yet  actually  tak- 
ing   no    atapa    to    preserve    them    from 
the    Arabs,    who   keep    up   a   consistent 
system  of  robbery  and  sell  the  things  In 
Baghdad. 

"That  will  be  changed  now,  though.** 
he  said  hopefully.  Mesopotamia  would* 
be  open  to  tho  archaeologist  aa  Egypt 
haa  been'  for  many  yeara  past.  Arch- 
aeologists ware  looking  for  great  dis- 
coveries there  In  connection  with  an- 
cient  civilisation. 

Important  Discovery 

In  answer  to  a  query  as  to  what  ha 
considered  one  of  the  moat  Interesting 
of  recent  discoveries  in  Egypt  Dr.  Gor- 
don referred  to  the  unearthing  by  tha 
present  Egyptian  expedition  of  a  won- 
derful Palace  of  tbe  Pharaohs. 

"Although  there  are  numerous  ex- 
amples of  Egyptian  temples  there  are 
very  few  examples  of  royal  paiaced  - 
which  have  been  uncovered  to  data. 
Thla.  In  fact,  is  the  flrat  good  example  . 
of  *  palace,  and  is  quite  the  largest. 
It  Is  a  remarkable  building,  burled  IS 
or  SO  feet  below  the  surface  Of  tha 
earth.  All  that  super-surface  has  to  he 
removed.  But  we  have  enough  in 
view  and  the  photographs  show  that  ft 
was  a  very  elaborate  and  remarkable 
building.  And  It  given  many  sldaUghta 
on  the  domestic  customs  and  architec- 
ture of  the  time.  It  dataa  back  to  Moo 
B.C.,  one  of  the  most  opulent  periods 
of  Egypt's  history,  tha  time  of  the 
Pharaoh  of  the  Exodua.  Tho  throne 
room  has  been  uncovered,  and  they  have 
found  wonderfully  Inlaid  doors,  bath- 
rooms, servants'  quarters." 

The  only  Indication  that  such  a 
place  existed  at  that  point  waa  a  alight 
rise  in  tho  ground.  The  Roman  occu- 
pation had  left  Its  mark.  In  the  abase 
of  Roman  rulna  covering  the  alts,  and 
on  top  of  that  at  a  still  later  period  bad 
been  built  an  Arab  village. 

Decayed  ClvUlaatloas 

Dr.  Gordon  came  bach  to  the  point 
of  comparison  between  ancient  and 
modern  civilisation.  The  Romans  built 
the  Coliseum.  It  was  an  old  aaylng 
that  when  the  Coliseum  fell  .Rome 
would  fall,  and  when  Rome  fall  tha 
Empire  would  fall.  The  British  Navy 
waa.  to  the  British  Empire  what  tha 
Coliseum  had  been  to  Rome.  English- 
men did  not  say  it,  but  In  their  hearts 
they  believed  it  today  that  whan  the 
Navy  fell  the  Empire  would  fall,  and 
when  the  Empire  fell  the  world'  would 
fall. 

"We  must  do  more  than  keep  up  the 
Navy."  he  added.  There  waa  the  Bank 
of  England.  Thla  with  the  Navy  might 
well  be  sa|d  to  hold  the  British  Em- 
pire. But  the  Bank  of  England  In  the 
present  crisis  had  suffered  a  tremen- 
dous strain,  financing  so  many  of  tba 
Miles.  If  the  Bank  of  England  fall 
truly  the  Empire  would  collapse.

— A  woman's  peace 
meeting  at  Consett,  near  Durham,  un- 
der tbe  ausplcea  of  the  Independent  La- 
bor Party,  of  which  Mrs.  Snowdon,  wife 
of  Philip  Snowden,  a  pacifist  member 
of  Parliament,  was  to  be  the  principal 
speaker,  was  broken  up  aa  aeon  aa  the 
chairman  announced  the  opening  hymn. 
The  audience,  composed  mostly  of  wo- 
men, started  singing  patriotic  songs. 
They  rushed  to  the  platform,  tore 
down  the  peace  motto  and  demanded  to 
know  why  Mr.  Snowdon  did  not  go  to 
the  front.  Several  free-for-all  fights 
followed.  Mrs.  Snowden  and  her  aub- 
pctera  fled. 


A  PACI  FTC  PORT,.  Oct.  ti.— A  special
